The Next Ten Years 


THE NEW YEAR messages with which Ministers of the 
Crown and leaders in the arts and the building industry 
annually honour this particular issue provide an interest- 
ing subject for analysis. This year’s contributions, which 
begin on page 92, are no exception, dividing themselves 
as they do into Ministerial hopes for improved efficiency 
and output and, on the professional and industrial sides, to 
the stating of problems, technical and administrative, with 
suggestions for improvement. Yet this is all too arbitrary 
a division; through all the messages there runs a silver 
thread of recognition that none of the many problems 
which face the building and civil engineering industries 
is capable of solution without the united endeavours of 
all or some of the partners in the building enterprise. To 
this extent the ‘ fresh thinking * for which the Minister of 
Works calls is needed, and will be valuable if the thought- 
process does not become a substitute for action by the 
partners, either individually or in concert. Machinery for 
fresh thinking exists in the form of the Joint Consultative 
Committees at national and regional levels; we shall hope 
that these committees may be strengthened and equipped 
in every way to carry on this process in the decade ahead. 
But let us not forget that the responsibility for putting 
recommendations into effect remains with the individual 
partners. 


Two main problems face us: first, to taise the efficiency 
of the industry in every department; second, that the 
result should be seen in good building which shall also 


be agreeable architecture. Last year there were welcome 
signs that many sides of the industry were taking steps 
to improve their own contributions towards efficiency— 
notably the operatives (of whose potentially epoch-making 
Techniques Conference last summer we shall hope to hear 
more), and the architects, quantity surveyors and builders, 
who have been further studying the problems of communi- 
cation of technical information. Improved communica- 
tions could play a tremendous part in stepping up the 
operatives’ contribution and should lead to reducing 
building costs in whose savings the operatives, with the 
builder and client, should righly share. 

The second problem, as the President of the Royal 
Academy does well to remind us, is that ‘ without skilled 
craftsmanship, good proportion, neighbourliness and 
beauty our new buildings will not be worthy of the space 
they take up.’ Though others are also concerned, the 
finger points straight at the architect, the man who 
secures the commission, who organises the contract, who 
leads the team. He must find ways and means of proving 
that efficiency and beauty in the building sense are terms 
that are not mutually exclusive.

LAST YEAR the number of private houses built was a post-war record, and 
to judge from the number under construction the 1960 figure should be 
higher still. Local authorities, too, are likely to be completing more houses 
during the coming year, and taking the two together it should, if all goes 
well, be the best year for housebuilding since 1954. 

This will be an achievement to be proud of, for we greatly need more 
houses. But we also need better homes, and so I hope that we shall see 
more enterprise in design, and particularly in choice of types of building 
and in the layout of estates. Modern houses offer immeasurably better 
living conditions than old ones, but the older estates are often more pleasing 
to the eye than modern ones. It is up to us to put this right, and if we 


can do so we shall be leaving to future generations something of which they 
and we can be really proud.

It 
is here that the meeting of interested 
professions at the highest level, which I 
suggested at my Inaugural Address last 
November, may prove influential in bring- 
ing to bear on our urban problems the 
varied skills and talents available.

‘we MuST do everything within our 
power ... to maintain the stability of 
prices from which we have all benefited 
so much....

Those words 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer are 
before me as I write this message. Mr. 
Amory’s remarks, of course, were in the 
context of international trade, but in 
other speeches he has made it clear that 
he regards the same argument as applic 
able to the country’s internal economy. 

The difficult period from which we now 
seem to be emerging is too fresh in every- 
body’s mind to need labouring. To a 
great extent the falling-off of business, of 
which all felt the effects, was due to the 
Government’s deliberate pursuit of poli- 
cies designed to put an end to the creep- 
ing inflation from which we had suffered 
so long. Now that restrictions have been 
relaxed and the industry is moving for- 
ward again, we should, if we wish t& 
avoid having to take a further dose of the 
same medicine, make sure that the 
danger of inflation does not arise again 
through any lack of care on our part. 

Those who control the policies of 
industry will not forget that they are in 
some sense trustees; they must hold the 
balance level, not only between the claims 
of capital to a fair return and of labour 
to a fair wage, but also of the consuming 
public to a fair price. The Chancellor 
has not asked for a price-freeze or a wage- 
freeze—nor does he claim that all or any 
particular vrices can be cut now. He 
asks only for a constant watchfulness so 
that the present improvement can be 
exploited to the best advantage, in the 
general interest and, indeed, in our own 
In the year to come, if we bear the 
Chancellor’s advice in mind, we can do 
much to avoid a further setback; and I 
have sufficient faith in our industry to 
believe that any action we shall take will 
be dictated by a sense of responsibility 
and a willingness to play our part. 

I have written rather seriously, I am 
afraid, but I do feel we have a great 
opportunity at the present time. I am 
sure we will rise to it and send to you.

Oxford Relief Road Proposal 


A ROAD which would go almost straight 
across Christ Church Meadow from Iffley- 
road and avoid the buildings of Magdalen 
College School and the grounds of St. 
Hilda’s College is to be recommended to 
Oxford City Council on January 18.

A ROAD which would go almost straight 
across Christ Church Meadow from Iffley- 
road and avoid the buildings of Magdalen 
College School and the grounds of St. 
Hilda’s College is to be recommended to 
Oxford City Council on January 18. 

The planning committee voted six to 
five at a special meeting last week for 
this amended inner relief road which 
would cross the Meadow, passing south 
of Magdalen College School and St. 
Hilda’s. The committee decided to 
recommend an amendment to the route 
approved in principle by the general pur- 
poses committee on December 14 which 
would have skirted St. Hilda’s and gone 
through Magdalen College School playing 
field and some of the school buildings.

Tendering for Large Bridge Contracts ;

Tendering for Large Bridge Contracts 


SiIR,—May I state my agreement with the 
arguments Mr. Weiss used in ‘The 
Builder’ of January 8, to discredit Mr. 
Marples’s suggestions for competitive 
tendering on the basis of design as well 
as price. True, Mr. Marples was referring 
to bridges, but Mr. Weiss’s arguments 
apply with equal force, as he himself 
pointed out, to building work. Mr. 
Marples’s suggestion, as a_ principle, 
clearly makes economic nonsense and flies 
in the face of the accumulated experience 
which lies behind the development of 
tendering practice in this country. Il 
would disagree only with Mr. Weiss’s 
statement that the prime duty of the 
independent quantity surveyor is to serve 
the client only; the quantity surveyor’s 
duty is to be fair to both client and con- 
tractor in interpreting and applying the 
terms of the contract. However, I am 
sure Mr. Weiss recognises this. 

Mr. Weiss went on to refer to the ‘ all- 
in service,’ and the insidiousness of the 
propaganda in support of it is well 
demonstrated by the remarkable state- 
ments attributed, elsewhere in the same 
issue, to certain members of the Oxford 
City Council when considering the pro- 
posal not to put out two 15-storey blocks 
of flats to open tender. Thus the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee: 

‘On the bigger projects, architects 
and builders should work together 
from the start—-otherwise the archi- 
tect would have to draw up plans and 
bills of quantities without knowing 
what technique the builder would 
use.”

‘The erection of such buildings is 
a highly specialised job, for which not 
many firms in the country 
tender. This way [single

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CRIPPS HALL OF RESIDENCE is a gift to Nottingham 
University from Mr. Cyril Cripps and his son Humphrey. 
It was their wish to provide a permanent and appro- 
priate setting for corporate living which they regard as 
an essential part of University education. The Hall was 
completed in 21 months and in good time to allow it 
to be furnished so that undergraduates could take up 
residence in the autumn term of last year. The scheme 
consists in all of seven blocks mainly of three storeys, 
a warden’s house, and single-storey ancillary buildings— 
all grouped round two quadrangles. Two hundred and

thirty study-bedrooms, dons’ accommodation, and rooms 
for social activities are contained in four of the blocks. 
A further block contains the senior common room, 
porter’s, bursar’s and guests’ flats divided by the Gate 
of Honour which has a timber roof supported by columns. 

The Great Hall, a galleried refectory, is built in brick 
and stone; it has a guarea-panelled ceiling with gold- 
leaf lining. Tables, benches, and the high table with its 
chairs were designed by the architects and carried out 
by the general contractors. The Hall is surmounted by 
a tower equipped with clock and carillon, complete with 
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Residential court, looking north 


a golden ball and weather vane. External lighting is 
provided by large lanterns specially cast. Each block 
is linked and these linking elements are used as cycle 
sheds, stores and workshops. The buildings are of 
load-bearing construction, the facings being 2-in. 
Leicester bricks. Timber pitched roofs were constructed 
on concrete roof slabs covered with Westmorland slates. 
A pleasant tribute to the contractor’s agent, Mr. S. D. 
Thompson, was paid by the architects who caused his 
name to be carved in the stonework at the top of the 
tower. 

Each undergraduate has his own 140 sq. ft. study- 
bedroom equipped with washbasins enclosed by a fitment 
incorporating a wardrobe. A few double sets with two 
small bedrooms and a joint study are provided. Six 
dons are accommodated in sets comprising bathrooms, 
kitchen, bedroom and study.

by large areas of glazing, and by a 
mirror lining to the solid wall in the 
entrance hall. Construction is of 
reinforced concrete with a solid slab 
auditorium floor, cast on a slope. 
The first floor and roof slab are 
cantilevered out around the entire 
perimeter of the building. Infill walls 
are of aluminium patent glazing with 
inserted opening lights. The glazing 
is backed, where required, with 
6-in. insulation block walls colour- 
rendered on the outer face. Cast 
glass is used in front of solid walls. 
The stepped floor of the auditorium 
is constructed in timber, supported 
by upstand concrete beams and 
honey-combed sleeper walls. The 
Staircase up to foyer has terrazzo 
cantilever treads on a concrete spine 
beam, 


Externally, the blank wall at the 
end of the lecture theatre and edges 
of concrete slabs are finished in 
white Mineralite. The exposed soffit 
is sprayed with white render. Free- 
standing columns are bush-hammered 
to expose a local aggregate. Internal- 


ly, walls, columns and ceilings are 
plastered and painted. The demons- 
tration bench is finished in natural 
teak, oak veneers, and black linoleum 


front. Auditorium seating is bench- 
type with polished hardwood back 
rests, writing shelves and green 
leather-cloth upholstery. The back 
wall is finished in plastic faced 
acoustic tiles arranged in a pattern. 
Structural columns are painted green 
similar to that of the upholstery. 
The front wall is in dull grey, other 
walls and ceilings are white. The 
stepped floor of the auditorium is 
covered with black linoleum on cork 
carpet with rubber nosings along the 
edges. The ground floor entrance 
hall is paved with marble tiles. The 
upper foyer has cork tile flooring. 
Background heat is supplied by 
coils embedded in the ceiling. The 
theatre is ventilated by means of a 
forced air inlet and outlet. In addi- 
tion, two powerful extract fans are 
provided for rapid changing of air 
between lectures. The plant is 
located above the upper foyer and 
operated from a control panel in the 
lecturer's bench. The control panel 
includes various signalling devices for

which opens off the auditorium at each end. 


communication with stores, labora- 
tory stewards, and projector opera- 
tor, and controls for the power 
operated curtains and lights. A 
similar portable panel duplicating all 
controls can be plugged in at two 
other points in the theatre for use 
by the projector operator. The 
demonstration blackboard, in two 
16 ft. x 4 ft. leaves, is faced with 
specially treated black Formica and 
is electrically operated from a number 
of points along its length.

SEVERAL INTERESTING FEATURES distinguish these 
headquarters for the London Electricity Board, built 
facing Bethnal Green in Cambridge Heath-road, not 
least the cladding of the main block which is faced 
with concrete squares faced with Swedish ‘ mineralite ’ 
shaped as flat pyramids. Each is 3 ft. 4 in. square, 
that being the module to which the building is con- 
structed. 

PLAN: A plot ratio of 2:1 gave plenty of room to 
fit in the required accommodation while leaving room 
for possible extension. The main block comprises a 
basement and ground floor for storage, three office 
floors, and canteens, recreation room, etc. on the top 
j \o floor. The roof has been designed for viewing. 

: Single-storey workshops and showrooms act as a foil.

The whole ground floor is of London stock brick 
which ties the high and low buildings together. 
CONSTRUCTION: The whole building, whose weight 
is taken by a tanked rc basement, is set out on a 
module, main columns being six modules, or 20 ft. 
apart. Main beams are arranged to run over columns 
and form cantilevers supporting the upper floors and 
curtain walling. The balancing moments allow a 
reduced depth for main beams and make a 10 ft. 
floor-to-floor height possible. Floors consist of pre- 
stressed concrete joists with pots between, carried on 
precast main beams. Pots were omitted either side 
of main beams and replaced with in-situ concrete 
which forms the compression flange of the composite 
main beams. No temporary propping was required. 


CLADDING: Two sides of the main block are lit by 
very large windows made of anodised aluminium cur- 
tain walling. Windows are double-glazed. ‘ Muro- 
glass’ panels conceal the concrete fire walls between 
floors and window cills. The main block is faced 
with the ‘ mineralite’ cladding slabs (described in 
detail later). The material has small glass crystals 
which catch sunlight and highlight the building. 

SERVICES: ‘ Pyro-tenax’ cabling was used for the 
lighting installation and for the electric floor heating; 
cables for the latter are buried beneath 2 in. screed- 
ing. The heating is automatically switched on at 
night, when the load is light, and off in the morning. 
(Architect’s note: It is worth noting that prestressed 
floor beams do not go well with electric floor heating 





because they have an upward camber which affects the 
thickness of screed. This can lead to complications 
with the pre-fabricated metal floor ducts with floor- 
to-floor heights and staircases.) 

PARTITIONS: Office partitions are made of pressed 
steel, stove-enamelled at factory; sound-absorbent 
material between metal faces prevents drumming. 
(Architect's note: The fixing of partitions presented 
a problem because the thin floor coverings necessary 
for electric floor heating would only take a short 
screw and the screed itself could not be pierced for 
fear of damage to cables. Difficulty was also encoun- 
tered at the head of partitions due to the unevenness 
of the pre-stressed floor beams.) 

FLOOR FINISHES: These are as follows: Offices, 
canteen, recreation room, showroom—oak * Alufloor ’; 
kitchen—thermoplastic and quarries; ground-floor, 
and basement stores and workshops—granolithic; 
lavatories—terrazzo tiles on screed reinforced with 
wire mesh. (Architect’s note: Only the makers of 
‘ Aluflcor’ would, at the time, guarantee their floor 
against the stresses of floor heating, and it has stood 
up well. The thermoplastic, terrazzo and quarry tiles 
are also satisfactory. Granolithic is not suitable 
unless it is used as a topping to an in-situ concrete 
floor and integral with it.) 

OUTSIDE SIGNS: It often happens that commercial 
buildings have signs added after they are finished; 
these can be out of keeping with the building. Here 
the necessary signs ‘ London Electricity Board’ were 
made features of the design from an early stage. Tiled 
panels were built into the ground-floor projecting 
wings at right-angles to the road so that they can 
easily be seen by people approaching from either 
direction. On the line of ‘ mineralite’ slab below the 
parapet there is a large red electric sign, one letter in 
the centre of each slab. Various forms of floodlight- 
ing were considered but abandoned in favour of a 
modest experiment: the ceiling over the windows 
in the canteen on the top floor is bright red, and it is 
intended that the lights here should be left on at night 
when all others are off, showing the red ceiling against 
the dark sky. 

cost: Begun in November, 1957, the building was 
occupied in April 1959, and cost approximately 
£202,000. 
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To left is the back entrance from rear courtyard. The 
column of grey, green and black mosaic supports a canopy 
which may become the floor of a future extension. Above 
are the showroom windows.

Exterior treatment of the building has been 
carried through to the interior so that the 
whole showroom can be the shop window and 
there be the least barrier to the customer. But 
if desired to have a solid background to a 








window display, venetian blinds can _ be 
lowered. Below is ground-floor plan 
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The architect was impressed with some 
Mineralite which he saw in Norway in 1954. 
Finding there was an agency in England, he 
had full-size sample panels made, and, decid- 
ing that pale colours were not so effective as 
the darker ones, chose a dark grey-blue and 
green. It was possible to use the material as 
a rendering on flat surfaces, such as window 
reveals and soffits of canopies: where the 
chamfered effect was required, this had to be 
done at the factory on concrete slabs 
reinforced with galvanised wire mesh. The 
architect was advised to provide a cavity 
behind the slabs as it was impossible to 
guarantee that water would not penetrate the 
joints. This cavity is open at the bottom row 
of slabs but sealed elsewhere. Joints between 
the slabs were pointed first with mortar, then 
with black mastic. The structural brick wall 
to which the slabs were fixed rose thirteen 
courses to the 3 ft. 4 in. module instead of the 
usual 3 ft. 3in. The weight of each slab was 
taken on corbels of engineering bricks and 
it was held in position by bronze cramps at 
the sides and head. These were fixed into 
bronze slots, which (see detalii) were 
embedded into concrete blocks which were 
built into the walls. Slabs were fixed without 
a hitch after all the brickwork was completed. 
Two men could comiortably lift each slab.

HOLIDAYS ABROAD have been a routine with me for many 
years and I have seen a good deal of Europe in established 
tourist fashion.

tourism was my ambition, 
then where to find more tourists per square foot of ground 
than right outside my office door, where Americans jostled 
with visitors from the Commonwealth and from Europe 
and to'd each other stories of the Marble Arch, the like 
of which were never known to Baedeker? 


London this summer was in holiday mood. The drab- 
ness of a cold wet June which Londoners know too well 
was gone, and instead we had sunshine, colour and even 
gaiety. Clothes were bright and gay; tourists brighter and 
gayer still; and even the workers of London seemed to 
have had a weight lifted from their one-time weather- 
proofed shoulders. I, even hard-bitten I, had to dodge 
the photographers who daily haunt our doorstep in search 
of light-hearted summer prey. 


But perhaps I am lucky in living and working next door 
to Hyde Park where I can enjoy a vast stretch of park- 
land which, even during the hottest and busiest of summer 
week-ends, still has little pockets of quiet to offer, un- 
frequented by the holiday crowds. In the early morning, 
before the usual park-goers are awake, it has a brilliance 
and beauty which I doubt is to be found anywhere else 
in Europe. 


In the evening, the surrounding district, for anyone 
who chooses to wander idly exploring odd nooks and 
corners as one does in Continental cities, is full of delight 
and interest. 
World-famous 
names—clubs, 
couturiers, 
florists are 
to be found 
discreetly dis- 
played on 
simple door- 
wavs, tucked 
away in little 
streets just 
hidden from 
the humming 
traffic of Park 
Lane. The 
summer even- 
ing light lends 
a special dis- 
tinction and 
dignity to 
these famous 
names and 
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colours their reticent display in a glow of what must surely 
seem to our foreign guests as a peculiarly English aura. 

It certainly seemed so to me as I wandered around 
London this summer with my sketch book, thinking of 
other cities I had looked at in similar fashion— Madrid, 
Paris, Stockholm, Rome, New York, Washington. I read 
somewhere recently that, in an international survey of 
the national characteristics of ten different countries, the 
only point on which the English scored the highest marks 
was that of national pride, and I can well believe this 
to be true. I do not believe that any of the cities I have 
visited abroad can offer as great an individual fascination 
and charm as London, and the foreign visitors I have talked 
to about this all agree with me. When I ask them what 
they like about London, they find it very difficult to define, 
and the best that most of them can do is to declare that 
‘there is no place quite like it ’—a little lame, perhaps, 
but we all know what they mean. 
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Park Lane Changes 


Park Lane is growing out of its stately bow-windowed 
houses which I have always coveted, into grand luxury 
buildings which will perhaps gain for it a new reputation 
in international circles. It will always remain domestic 
in character, rather than a shopping or business street. 
The few shops there are remain unobtrusive and discreet 
in their simple elegance. Expensive hotels dominate the 
scene and when the traffic has quietened a little in the 
even ng, the pavements are be-strolled by the fashionable 
as they go to and from their evening’s entertainment. 
‘ms to form a backcloth to the park which 
it borders, while the view from Park Lane windows must 
be one of the pleasantest in any city in the world. 

The streets behind Park Lane have a sameness of tall 
mansions with a high skyline, no longer workable as 
dwellings and now used mostly as offices for big com- 
panies or private firms, or as Embassies. but all beautifully 
maintained with flower-bedecked windows and topiaried 
entrances. As vou turn again off these streets, you find 
still more delightful little alleyways and courtyards tucked 
away in peaceful corners, unbelievably quiet in their seclu- 
sion. Lees-place, Avery-row, Woods-mews, Shepherd 
Market—the last somewhat over-rated but still a pleasant 
and charming retreat from the grandeur of Curzon-street 
and the bustle of Piccadilly. And everywhere, as you 
wander around in the sunlight, the shadow of the great 
plane tree on's tree. tall and stately, holding its 
own against the buildings which it enhances. 


The street so 


Lendon has not yet spread itself on to the pavements, 
which seems a pity. Here and there an odd coffee bar 





has ventured a few small tables and chairs on to its door- 
step, and one of the clubs at the bottom of Park Lane 
which boasts a sizeable garden was gay with coloured 
umbrellas behind its high hedge throughout the summer; 
but English people are firmly wedded to the idea that 
eating and drinking at tables in the street is something 
only to be done when you have the English Channel safely 
between you and home. Still, if we are to be blessed 
with more 1959 summers, it would be pleasant to think 
of sipping coffee, or even eating one’s evening chop over 
a red checked tablecloth beneath the shadow of Nelson 
and his lions, or on the Embankment looking across our 
much loved but neglected Thames. 


Whereas hitherto I have thought it possible in the space 
of a short holiday to explore Continental cities fairly 
thoroughly by a combined operation of guide book study 
and assiduous footwork, I now begin to wonder whether 
I really can claim even a superficial acquaintanceship with 
some of the places I have visited, for after a lifetime spent 
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in London and a particular summer in which I have made 
a conscious effort to know it a little more intimately, I 
find I have only succeeded in discovering that there is 
more and more I do not know. (A discovery, alas, which 
also has a more general connotation!) When you are a 
stranger in a town it seems so easy to learn all about 
it in a short time; it is only when you begin to know 
it well that you find how little of it you really know.

Finding One’s Own London 


I would like to tell all tourists trying to see London 
to go straight into a travel agent’s office as soon as they 
arrive and book themselves on to a conducted tour of all 
the sights as fast as they can; go round the lot, Royal 
Palaces, Parks, Museums, Tower, Houses of Parliament, 
City, Wren Churches, Shops, everything. Tick all the 
names off in the guide book and buy picture postcards of 
the lot in the shortest possible time so that you can face 
the folks back home with your conscience clear. Then 
spend the rest of your time doing some simple thing like 
sitting in St. James’s Park or feeding the pigeons in 
Trafalgar Square, strolling along the Embankment or just 
standing and staring in Fleet-street. This is the only way, 
I would say to them, that you can hope to take a little 
bit of London home for yourself, to treasure when you 
have shown all your coloured photographs and slides and 
delivered yourself of your carefully rehearsed travelogue 
to your friends. 
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If I were a tourist from overseas I think I would feel 
my visit to London had not been in vain if I had done 
no more than stand on the bridge in St. James’s Park 
looking first to the East across the lake with its beautiful 
willows weeping into the water, its families of water fowl 
and islands of tropical birds; then to the West and 
Buckingham Palace through the summer green of the trees. 
For the tourist who has the good sense to come in our 
heavenly blossom time or tulip time, there can be no 
greater reward than this beautiful park set in the very 
heart of London where peace and quiet seem to reign 
throughout the busiest summer day. There is almost a 
hush over the park and the stillness and beauty of it seem 
quite compelling. 


Around St. James’s 


And if the park is not enough in itself you may wander 
out on to the vast open space of Horse Guards Parade 
and gaze on the group of buildings designed by William 
Kent—a perfect example of eighteenth-century architec- 
ture. Its Portland stone is almost without blemish and 
has bleached to a lovely mellowed hue. You can wander 
on through the central archway to the small courtyard 
and see the changing of the Guard if you are lucky enough. 
Or you can walk on past the Admiralty building, that 
formidable and ungracious neighbour, to the processional 
Mall. Turn right or left as you please: you cannot go 
wrong if you would see London. Or better still, stand 
and gaze at the pleasant long and ordered facade of Nash’s 
Carlton House Terrace gleaming in the sunlight across the 
pink surface of the Mall. 


If you turn left up the Mall past Marlborough House 
you will come to the lovely old Palace of St. James’s. Its 
mellowed brickwork darkened with age and relieved by 
white castellated copings never fails to give me pleasure. 
It is best of all seen from St. James’s-street fronting the 
old Gate House and Clock Tower looking just as it did 
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to Henry VIII, and patrolled by 
sentries from the Brigade of Guards. 
This is heart-warming stuff for any 
tourist, and for the persistent who go 
on to look at the tiny nameplates on 
modest doors opening into the apart-’ 
ments, there is the added reward of 
reading the names of well-known royal 
personages. 


This is the London of royal splen- 
dour where kings and queens may be 
seen in their carriages with a 
sovereign’s escort of _ brilliantly- 
mounted guards on occasions of High 
State. But for those who would see 
something of the humbler streets of 
old London, I would warmly recom- 
mend a Sunday morning in the silent 
City, browsing amongst the little 
streets which bear the names of the early crafts—Bread- 
street, Threadneedle-street, Watergate, Fish-hill, Pudding- 
lane, Milk-street and a hundred more. It does not require 
an outsize in imaginations to conjure up a picture of the 
City as Wren knew it and of a life lived around Johnsonian 
coffee houses.

London is a hundred towns, each with its own distinc- 
tive character, and the tourist can never hope to find 
them all. Bloomsbury, centre of University and academic 
life; Soho with its little restaurants, Continental foods 
and purveyors of vice; Mayfair and its smart hotels and 
shops; the Inns of Court; Chelsea, home of artists and 
pensioners; Belgravia; Kensington for museums and 
respectable small hotels. We could all write our lists 
and each one would be different. 


But London is not to be captured in words or strokes 
of the pencil. Its inner being is not to be found for the 
price of a conducted tour. Its national monuments and 
splendours are the tourist’s rightful reward, but the 
heart of London is only revealed to the few, and that but 
slowly. If this city which is my home will only begin to 
reveal its secrets to me after a lifetime of patient wooing, 
what hope have I of ever knowing another? We tourists 
are an arrogant race as we bestride the historic cities of 
Christendom in the few years of our paltry lives, believing 
ourselves to be kings of them all. Eliza Doolittle with her 
flower basket outside Covent Garden knew more of 
London than all the minions of Mr. T. Cook. 


My holiday without travel taught me more of tourism 
than a dozen foreign tours, and I shall step out of my 
next aeroplane a humbler and a wiser being. When next 
I try to know a foreign city I shall carry with me the 
thought of a little door in a London mews and a weeping 
willow in a sun-drenched park, and the memory will per- 
haps guide me to the heart of things.

Modern Architecture in Britain 


MODERN ARCHITECTURE IN BRITAIN. By Trevor Dannatt. 
(London: B. T. Batsford, Ltd.) Price 63s. net. 


THIS BOOK has grown out of the 1956 Arts Council exhibi- 
tion at 4 St. James’s-square, covering the ten years of 
British architecture, 1945-55. It illustrates many of the 
buildings that were shown there and includes a number 
of others completed since 1956, 88 examples in all. The 
material is grouped in five sections: 1. Industrial and 
service buildings; 2. Offices, shops and showrooms; 
3. Buildings for education; 4. Housing and individual 
houses; and 5. Social buildings and groups of buildings. 
Not all types of buildings are represented, owing to the 
lack of suitable examples, and nearly all those shown are, 
of course, familiar from illustration in the technical Press. 
Nevertheless, it is most useful to have such an excellent 
collection presented in a single volume, with plans and/or 
sections and brief descriptions, for it shows convincingly 
the progress of contemporary design in this country- 
England, perhaps, rather than Britain, for there is only 
one example from Wales and none from Scotland. 


Sir John Summerson provides an admirable introduc- 
tion, in which he traces the growth of the modern move- 
ment here before the war and comments shrewdly on 
post-war developments, referring, incidentally, to ‘ the 
grave question whether Basil Spence’s new cathedral at 
Coventry will turn out to be a religious building or only 
the most striking pavilion of religious art of the century.’ 
His general conclusion is that there is now, what there 
was not before the war, a real school of modern 
architectural design in Great Britain. ‘ The fact is that the 

architects whose work is _ illus- 
trated here seem to be in very 
general agreement as to what is 
the right appreach to modern 
building. This agreément goes 
deeper than a sharing of stylistic 
conventions which come and go 
fashionwise; jt is an agreement to 
be radical, to be continuously 
critical of results and to go back 
again and again to the programme 
and wrestle with its implications 
till it yields an answer which has 
the stamp of reality.’

THIS SCHOOL is unusual from two important 
aspects. First, it is one of the few special schools 
not administered by the Education Authority, but 
is instead operated by a Trust Fund as a private 
concern, and secondly it is the first entirely new 
school for cerebral palsied children. It takes its 
name from Dame Hannah Rogers who, in 1887, 
founded an orphanage for domestic servants. 

In 1953, the Round Tables of Devon launched 
an appeal known as the Fifteen Thousand Fund in 
commemoration of the Coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth II. The appeal brought in £25,000 and 
with the assistance of the Ministry of Education 
the present school accommodating 50 children has 
been erected. 

The school trains children who come from 
homes spread over a wide area and is, therefore, 
of necessity a boarding school, with residential 
accommodation for children and staff in addition 
to the teaching and medical accommodation. Phe 
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The domestic block, west elevation 
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total floor area is 24,916 sq. ft., 
which would at first appear to be 
excessive for the comparatively 
small number of children, but 
Statistics have shown that the 
amount of space required for this 
type of handicapped child equals 
that of about three normal 
children.

This system of construction ex- 
plains the use of curtain walling 
to the dormitory elevation which 
is kept as light as possible to 
reduce the loading on the sus- 
pended slab. The purpose in 
forming the outside terrace was to 
facilitate a direct means of escape 
in case of fire. 

The dormitories’ and class- 
rooms are situated along the main 
east to west axis. A clerestory 
window above the corridor pro- 
vides the classrooms with ample 
light and ventilation. The dormi- 
tories were intentionally kept 
lower in scale, both for psycho- 
logical reasons and for economy, 
but the absence of cross ventila- 
tion is somewhat of a disadvan- 
tage.

Nevertheless, the corridors remain 
of considerable length and psycho- 
logically this has been found in no 
way a disadvantage, for children 
confined to wheelchairs propel 
them along these, some with 
tenacity, some even with vigour, 
and all have gained a freedom 
they had not known hitherto. 
Fully glazed smoke doors divide 
the corridors at intersections. 
Glazing in such position is of 
armour plate glass, which has been 
used generally where possible 
breakage would endanger the 
children. 

The external layout has been 
arranged to provide a level play 
area outside the classrooms, and 
a further area to be paved at a 
future date has been arranged at 
the west end of the building to 
act as an outside teaching area. 

Although stairs are a natural 
hazard to physically handicapped 
children, it is important that they 
should be given some oppor- 
tunity to learn their use if at all 


possible, to assist in fitting them 
for everyday life after leaving 
school. This has been achteved 
by incorporating a staircase with 
a ramp leading to the lower play 
area in front of the building. The 
lower flights of the stairs and 
ramp are constructed as canti- 
levered projections from the re- 
inforced concrete retaining wall. 

Particular attention has been 
paid to avoid beam projections, 
and in nearly every instance it has 
been possible to hide these within 
the thickness of roofs and floors. 
Walls to single storey blocks are 
load-bearing. The three-storey 
administration block is __ steel 
framed with timber floors and 
roof. Curtain walling is used ex- 
ternally, and internal partitions 
are of woodwool slabs with 
plaster finish. Roofing through- 
out is of three layer, three-ply 
bituminous felt, with mineral grit 
finish. Floor finishes are varied 
and have been selected as the most 
practical for each individual situa- 


tion. Cork flooring has been used 
for all classrooms, dormitories 
and corridors, pvc sheet floor- 
ing with welded joints has been 
used in the dining room, hall 
and physiotherapy rooms. 

Central heating is by oil-fired 
boilers using floor heating gener- 
ally on the ground floor, and 
radiators on the first and second 
floors. The boilerhouse layout 
was designed for solid fuel boilers, 
but the policy of the Trustees was 
changed during the course of the 
contract and a decision in favour 
of oil firing was taken.

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SINCE THE PROPOSALS for 
Stevenage New Town were pub- 
lished in ‘ The Builder’ (Jan. 11, 
1957) the town centre has been 
completed, and has existed long 
enough to prove the undoubted 
success of an all-pedestrian centre 
and shopping precinct. This 
success is due not only to the 
relaxed and convivial atmosphere 
in which the local residents enjoy 
their shopping, freed from the 
tyranny of the motor vehicle, but 
also to the fact that the motor car 
has been properly catered for and 
not banned from the _ town. 
Ample car parking facilities are 
provided around the perimeter of 
the town all within two minutes’ 
walk from the centre, which 
attract considerable numbers of 
week-end shoppers from outlying 
districts, thereby adding to the 
commercial growth of the town. 
The shopping centre is planned 
for a population of 80,000 plus the 
regional draw which it was bound 
to exert. The main pedestrian way 
runs on a north-south axis and is 
one third of a mile long by 49 ft. 
wide, divided into three unequal 
lengths at varying levels. At 
right angles to these are three 
further pedestrian ways 39 ft. 
wide. The main thoroughfare 
opens out at mid-point into the 
town square, which contains a 
clock tower rising out of a pool, 
a fountain, sculpture, and many 
varieties of mature trees that 
greatly add to the urban scene.

From Housing to TV 


INDEPENDENT TELEVISION AUTHORITY is to 
be congratulated on appointing Sir Lucius 
O’Brien as its Northern Ireland member, 
though if this means that Sir Lucius is 
to retire from the chairmanship of the 
Northern Ireland Housing Trust it will 
be, for Belfast, in the nature of an Irish- 
man’s rise. Since he became in 1944 its 
first and only chairman, a post in which 
he has never taken a penny in salary, the 
Trust has built over 20,000 houses—and 
built them, moreover, to standards of 
planning, construction and layout which 
might serve as a model to estate 
developers anywhere. This in spite of 
the low average wage level in Northern 
Ireland which, added to a difficult 
materials supply position, has made low 
rents, and consequently economic capital 
cost, an ever-present problem for the 
Trust. 

Throughout the fifteen years of its life 
the Trust has owed its success largely to 
Sir Lucius’s shrewd and wise guidance 
and to his determination to get about 
and to see for himself. These qualities 
were seen to good effect at the Housing 
Centre conference in London last year 
and should stand ITA in excellent stead. 
The new recruit has yet one further 
claim to fame; it is credibly said that he 
is the only Ulsterman who could explain 
‘ Waiting for Godot.’ 


Technical Collaboration in Far East 


MR. J. R. FIRTH, FRIBA, former Government 
Architect in Trinidad and now chief 
architect to the Hong Kong housing 
authority, writes enthusiastically of the 
work done by the Asian and West Pacific 
Contractors’ Association which recently 
held its third convention in Melbourne.

Tower Cranes a Continental Monopoly? 
SIDNEY LOWE&TH, FRIBA, has been interest- 
ing himself in the question why tower 
cranes, which are perhaps, the biggest 
single factor in rapid large-scale building 
construction, are imported from the Con- 
tinent. He has put the question to two 
of our biggest civil engineering contrac- 
tors, who offer two reasons why a British- 
designed and manufactured crane has not 
been available on the home market, viz.: 
(1) manufacturers feel that they could not 
recover the cost of development within 
the market available; (2) it would appear 
that both insurance inspectors and factory 
inspectors will accept Continental cranes 
with less reservation than they would 
accept a British-made crane of similar 
design and rating.

MISS JANE DREW, FRIBA, who continued her 
evidence at the inquiry into the Monico 
site scheme for Piccadilly Circus at the 
County Hall, London, on January 8, said 
she did not think the proposed building 
would look very well anywhere. A 
‘master plan’ for the whole of Piccadilly 
Circus should be agreed, in her view, and 
any proposed building should conform to 
the principles embodied in the plan. Miss 
Drew said motor traffic and pedestrian 
circulation should be utterly separate, 
except at points of junction. 

It was the ninth day of the inquiry into 
the proposal for erecting a 13-storey 
building on the Monico site. The inquiry 
was ordered after widespread criticism of 
the plan. Earlier evidence was reported 
in ‘The Builder’ of December 25 and 
January 1. The project—a _ structure 
estimated to cost £7,000,000—is put for- 
ward by the Legal and General Assurance 
Company and City Centre Properties, Ltd. 
The inquiry is being held by Mr. C. D. 
Buchanan, for the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. 


Question of Professional Etiquette 


MR. NOEL MOFFETT, ARIBA, senior 
lecturer in the Department of Archi- 
tecture at Kingston School of Art, who 
said he represented 302 architects on the 
teaching staffs of 18 schools of archi- 
tecture, suggested there should be legisla- 
tion to ensure that the unique character 
of Piccadilly Circus and similar civic 
areas was adequately studied and main- 
tained. Mr. Moffett said that although 
it was unprofessional for an architect to 
criticise the work of another in public, 
he considered that the discussion of the 
design of the proposed building was more 
important than questions of professional 
etiquette. 

‘In our opinion the proposed building 
does not attain a sufficiently high quality 
of design to be worthy of the site,’ he 
declared. 


Vulgar Advertising 

Mr. Moffett said the presence of vul- 
garity was part of the quality of Piccadilly 
Circus, but it was the advertising which 
was vulgar, not the architecture. ‘We 
think the new architecture which is being 
created must not contain qualities of vul- 
garity. The vulgarity should be con- 
fined to the advertising. We suggest 
that the advertising should be completely 
separated from the building and properly 
designed in the central piazza of the new 
advertising can exist side by side, the one 
Circus. Noble architecture and vulgar 
acting as a foil to the other, and both 
profiting from the presence of the other,’ 
said Mr. Moffett. 


Mr. Moffett suggested making the 
piazza bigger and raising it above the 
level of the traffic with the shops at the 
upper level. With advertising, a café, 
seats, trees, flowers, pigeons, and any-

thing else which made a piazza alive, 
there would then be no difficulty in per- 
suading people to go to this level to shop. 
‘The ground floor would be reserved for 
traffic and all the pedestrians would be 
on the upper level.’ 

MR. PETER CHAMBERLIN, one of the de- 
signers of the Golden-lane Housing 
Estate in the City and Barbican Develop- 
ment Scheme, said that the approach to 
the problem of replanning Piccadilly Cir- 
cus had been on too small a scale. No 
adequate plans existed to solve the traftic 
problem and the pedestrian was not going 
to come into his own. The proposed 
building represented piecemeal develop- 
ment, which was bad in itself and it 
would inhibit perhaps for 100 years the 
sort of urban centre which Londoners 
deserved. 


‘Inadequate Quality of Design’ 


MR. H. T. CADBURY BROWN, FRIBA, Presi- 
dent of the Architectural Association, 
said he and many other architects were 
aghast at the proposals for the Monico 
building. He said he had the unanimous 
vote of the council of the AA, represent- 
ing 3,300 architects, to appear at the 
inquiry and object. 

* Piccadilly Circus is an important place. 
This building is of an inadequate quality 
of design and this inadequacy lies in the 
basic idea that no amount of architectural 
cosmetics, however well applied, can hide 
the facts,’ he said. ‘ By accepting this 
proposal and the resultant piecemeal 
development, we would be deliberately 
accepting the second-rate.’ 

On January 7, DR. THOMAS SHARP, the 
town planner, said the proposed develop- 
ment of the Monico site would frustrate 
the achievement of satisfactory architect- 
tural development of Piccadilly Circus as 
a whole. Dr. Sharp said that in his view 
the application should be rejected because 
the development of Piccadilly Circus 
should be subject to a comprehensive 
plan and because the proposed building 
seriously contravened the principles of 
good planning. 

‘Not only should the present applica- 
tion be rejected,’ said Dr. Sharp, ‘ but 
it should be made plain that no further 
application of a similar kind will be 
approved until a plan for the re-develop- 
ment of the Circus as a whole has been 
settled. The re-development of the Circus 
as a whole is a first essential. Until 
such a plan is prepared any large-scale 
development on the lines now proposed is 
unlikely to fall in with what is required. 
It is much more likely to frustrate the 
achievement of satisfactory architectural 
development,’ he said, adding that the 
arguments that applied to architectural 
considerations applied even more strongly 
to traffic conditions. Until space and 
arrangements required for movement of 
vehicles and pedestrians were carefully 
and deliberately planned and considered 
as a whole, it would be the height of 


folly to allow a development of this kind 
to take place. 


* Piccadilly a Major LCC Priority’ 

Dr. Sharp said it had been argued that 
LCC resources were fully committed in 
the great schemes at the Elephant and 
elsewhere, but the future of Piccadilly 
Circus was even more important, and the 
phasing of these other schemes should be 
adjusted so that Piccadilly could be dealt 
with as a major priority. The LCC had a 
right to expect substantial financial back- 
ing for the redevelopment of the Circus. 
The Minister should require the LCC to 
submit a comprehensive plan for the 
Circus and its environs, and should indi- 
cate the Government’s intention of mak- 
ing some special financial assistance. 

Dr. Sharp said he thought it ‘ deplor- 
able and indefensible’ to have advertise- 
ments at a height of 156 feet, and that the 
proposal did not satisfy the very minimum 
of pedestrian needs. A 15-ft. footway 
was quite inadequate. 

Dr. Sharp, who earlier during the day 
presented to the Inspector a plan of his 
own for Piccadilly Circus, said in reply 
to MR. REGINALD BELL (for Westminster 
City Council) that motor traffic there 
could go underground. ‘I am suggesting 
this merely as a possibility which should 
be seriously looked into,’ he said. 

On January 6, when the inquiry was 
resumed after a fortnight’s adjournment, 
MR. ELWYN JONES, QC, MP, for the Civic 
Trust, said the proposed building’s pedi- 
gree appeared to be ‘ by plot ratio out of 
permitted usage.’ 

During the day the Regent Street 
Association withdrew from the inquiry 
after Counsel had said they were now 
satisfied that the developers did not 
intend to put the shopping facilities to 
any use which would prejudice the high 
standard the Association were trying to 
maintain. 


Walkways Considered ‘ Detrimental’ 


Westminster City Council had already 
stated that it approves of the plan. 

MR. EDWARD HUGHES, solicitor, for H. 
Samuel, Ltd., who also trade under the 
name of Saqui and Lawrence, said they 
approved of the proposed new develop- 
ment. His clients would welcome the 
speedy development of the east side of 
the Circus. There seemed to be a good 
case for co-ordinating development in the 
whole of the Circus, more or less at the 
same time. ‘We cannot approve the first 
floor walk-ways which apparently the 
LCC are contemplating for the east side 
of the Circus. In our view it would be 
detrimental to the shopping facilities of 
the area and would be repugnant to the 
character of such a centre as Piccadilly,’ 
said Mr. Hughes.

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Corby Civic Centre Competition 


The Assessor's and Winners’ Reports 


THE AWARD of the assessor, Mr. Edward 
D. Mills, CBE, FRIBA, in the architec- 
tural competition for a new civic centre 
for the Corby UDC was printed in ‘ The 
Builder’ of January 8, when the principal 
drawings of the winning design (by Enrico 
de Pierro & Associates—Enrico de Pierro, 
John Dennys & Nigel Farrington) was 
illustrated. Points from Mr. Mills’s report 
now follow: 

THE SEVENTY-ONE DESIGNS SUBMITTED 
were examined in great detail and the 
first premium was awarded to scheme No. 
9, which I considered to be an outstand- 
ing design which complies in all respects 
with the conditions and should result in 
an attractive building, easily maintained 
and operated, and worthy of the impor- 
tant site for which it was designed. The 
general layout is very compact and makes 
good use of the site levels, taking full 
advantage of the view of the woods by 
Corporation-street, and providing an 
attractive route through the site to the 
woods as an alternative to the present 
footpath by the technical college. 

The scheme provides adequate car 
parking facilities and, by the careful use 
of levels, provides excellent circulation 
to the various buildings and at the same 
time ensures that all car parking is con- 
cealed from the proposed’ by-pass road 
and George-street. The elevations are 
simple and dignified, depending for their 
effect on good proportions and the careful 
choice of materials, colours and textures. 
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In this connection, the choice of treat- 
ment for the exposed concrete frame to 
the administration block will need careful 
consideration as this is not specified in 
the competitor’s report, and painted con- 
crete is not considered a suitable weather- 
ing finish for a building of this standard. 
The colour and material of the infill 
panels will also need careful considera- 
tion. 

The planning of individual buildings is 
exceptionally good and the detailed ar- 
rangement of the assembly halls with 
their cloakrooms and lavatories has been 
exceptionally well considered. The civic 
square is an attractive feature of the 
scheme, but consideration should be given 
to some planting in this region to relieve 
the area of hard paving. There are a 
small number of minor planning errors, 
particularly in the administration block, 
but these can easily be adjusted. Men- 
tion must be made of the arrangements 
for the rates hall, which are not entirely 
satisfactory, and the size and position 
of some of th® staff lavatories could be 
improved with a little re-arrangement. 

The estimate of costs is well presented, 
but the costs per foot cube given by this 
competitor are generally considered to 
be optimistically low, resulting in a total 
figure of £496,417. A careful study of 
the scheme suggests that with certain 
modifications which would not materially 
affect the design of the buildings, the 
scheme could be erected within the upper 


limit of the budget estimate, plus the 10 
per cent mafginal increase allowed by 
the conditions. The scheme allows for 
the possibility of building the individual 
units in phases as required by the con- 
ditions. 

The Council are to be congratulated on 
the high architectural quality of this de- 
sign, which should result in a building of 
which they can be justifiably proud. 


Design Placed Second 

Design No. 49, which was awarded 
second premium [by John Peverley and 
Paul Buckhurst] is also an _ excellent 
scheme with a spacious forecourt facing 
George-street, good economic use of the 
site, dignified elevations and good de- 
tailed planning. The car parking arrange- 
ments are not so satisfactory as the 
scheme placed first, and a number of 
other planning faults can be observed, in 
particular the relation of the swimming 
bath to the office block, which would lead 
to disturbance to the offices by noise from 
the swimming bath, particularly in 
summer months. Service access from the 
parking area to the swimming bath is 
inadequate. Although the detailed plan- 
ning is generally good, the chair stores 
to the assembly hall are too small and the 
boiler house is inadequate in size. The 
competitor did not submit a schedule of 
measurements for checking as part of his 
report as required by the Conditions, but 
the estimated costs given are considered

Designs Placed Third 


Designs 12 and 61 were placed equally 
third. In the case of No. 12 [Collcutt 
and Hamp] this is a good compact layout 
with single entry to the site for road 
traffic. The detailed planning arrange- 
ments are not as good as the first and 
second schemes. The assembly hall is 
not sufficiently adaptable for the various 
uses envisaged. The caretakers’ houses 
assume too much prominence in the 
scheme and the ugly factory chimney 
would be too prominent. Detailed plan- 
ning of the scheme is, however, excellent 
in parts and in particular the plan of the 
swimming bath and stage planning in the 
assembly hall. The elevations are simple 
and attractive, but the estimate is 
extremely optimistic. 

Design No. 61 [Peter Dunham, Widdup 
and Harrison] has a well-considered lay- 
out with a car park well screened from 
the roads and the untidy side of the tech- 
nical college well screened from George- 
street. One major disadvantage of the 
layout is the fact that access to all build- 
ings is through the car park. The 
assembly hall ground floor cloakroom 
planning, which is an important part of 
the programme, is not as good as the first 
and second schemes and the open-sided 
arrangement for the assembly halls would 
not be satisfactory in practice. The 
elevations are interesting and would mass 
well, giving a dignified appearance from 
both George-street and the new by-pass 
road. Traffic routing throughout the 
scheme has been well considered. The 
estimate figure of £509,238 is realistic. 

All four schemes are extremely well 
presented, No. 9 being particularly attrac- 
tive in this respect, showing evidence of 
a great deal of research and careful study 
of the problem. 


Other Interesting Schemes 


The competition produced a number 
of interesting and ingenious designs for 
the civic centre. Nos. 47 [G. Grenfell 
Baines & Hargreaves] and 48 [R. Smart] 
are to be commended for compact site 
planning and layout; many competitors 
ignored the requirement for compact 
planning and many also ignored the re- 
quirement that a view of the woods from 
Corporation-street was regarded as desir- 
able. In general, the solution of the car 
parking problem was inadequate and in 
many cases the circulation. both inside 
and outside buildings, was ill-considered. 
Few competitors produced a successful 
solution to the problem of the dual use 
of assembly halls. The winning scheme 
was particularly successful in this re- 
spect. A number of competitors indulged 
in curious shapes and forms, particularly 
for the assembly hall and swimming bath, 
and many failed to explain how these 
were intended to be constructed, and 
also ignored the fact that the use of such 
shapes would undoubtedly increase the 
cost of the building. 

Mr. Mills concludes: ‘I should like to 
take this opportunity of expressing my 
appreciation for the assistance given me 


in the conduct of the competition by the 
Clerk to the Council, Mr. G. B. Blackall, 
whose help and support has been invalu- 
able. I am also grateful to the Engineer 
and Surveyor for his assistance, which 
was much appreciated.’ 


The Winners’ Report 


Extracts from the winners’ 
estimate of cost follow: — 

General; In designing the general layout 
of buildings on the site the following prin- 
ciples were considered of primary importance. 
First that the Town Centre, bounded at the 
east by the police station and court house, 
should be visually concluded by a square of 
similar importance to the Market-place. 
Second, that the general line of the woods 
running from the back of the technical col- 
lege across the proposed by-pass should be 
maintained, and that trees should be visible, 
not only for the length of Corporation-street, 
but also from all other approaches to the 
site. Third, that the new civic square should 
be reserved for pedestrians, and that vehicu- 
lar access should be strictly controlled, and 
that car parks should be as unobtrusive as 
possible. So that the ‘civic square’ shall 
be used fully, entrances to the swimming 
pool and small hall are from it, and the 
existing public right of way to the north of 
the site is diverted to run through it.

Designs Placed Third 


Designs 12 and 61 were placed equally 
third. In the case of No. 12 [Collcutt 
and Hamp] this is a good compact layout 
with single entry to the site for road 
traffic. The detailed planning arrange- 
ments are not as good as the first and 
second schemes. The assembly hall is 
not sufficiently adaptable for the various 
uses envisaged. The caretakers’ houses 
assume too much prominence in the 
scheme and the ugly factory chimney 
would be too prominent. Detailed plan- 
ning of the scheme is, however, excellent 
in parts and in particular the plan of the 
swimming bath and stage planning in the 
assembly hall. The elevations are simple 
and attractive, but the estimate is 
extremely optimistic. 

Design No. 61 [Peter Dunham, Widdup 
and Harrison] has a well-considered lay- 
out with a car park well screened from 
the roads and the untidy side of the tech- 
nical college well screened from George- 
street. One major disadvantage of the 
layout is the fact that access to all build- 
ings is through the car park. The 
assembly hall ground floor cloakroom 
planning, which is an important part of 
the programme, is not as good as the first 
and second schemes and the open-sided 
arrangement for the assembly halls would 
not be satisfactory in practice. The 
elevations are interesting and would mass 
well, giving a dignified appearance from 
both George-street and the new by-pass 
road. Traffic routing throughout the 
scheme has been well considered. The 
estimate figure of £509,238 is realistic. 

All four schemes are extremely well 
presented, No. 9 being particularly attrac- 
tive in this respect, showing evidence of 
a great deal of research and careful study 
of the problem. 


Other Interesting Schemes 


The competition produced a number 
of interesting and ingenious designs for 
the civic centre. Nos. 47 [G. Grenfell 
Baines & Hargreaves] and 48 [R. Smart] 
are to be commended for compact site 
planning and layout; many competitors 
ignored the requirement for compact 
planning and many also ignored the re- 
quirement that a view of the woods from 
Corporation-street was regarded as desir- 
able. In general, the solution of the car 
parking problem was inadequate and in 
many cases the circulation. both inside 
and outside buildings, was ill-considered. 
Few competitors produced a successful 
solution to the problem of the dual use 
of assembly halls. The winning scheme 
was particularly successful in this re- 
spect. A number of competitors indulged 
in curious shapes and forms, particularly 
for the assembly hall and swimming bath, 
and many failed to explain how these 
were intended to be constructed. and 
also ignored the fact that the use of such 
shapes would undoubtedly increase the 
cost of the building. 

Mr. Mills concludes: ‘I should like to 
take this opportunity of expressing my 
appreciation for the assistance given me

The Winners’ Report 


Extracts from the winners’ 
estimate of cost follow:— 

General: In designing the general layout 
of buildings on the site the following prin- 
ciples were considered of primary importance.

News from the RIBA 


Lack of Response to Prizes and Studentships 


SPEAKING AT THE PRESS CONFERENCE held 
at the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, on January 6, following the monthly 
meeting of the Council the previous day, 
the PRESIDENT, MR. BASIL SPENCE, referred 
to the astonishing lack of interest dis- 
played in some of the ‘splendid prizes 
and studentships’ open to students and 
the profession, as disclosed in the awards 
announced the previous evening (see 
‘Late News,’ ‘ The Builder,’ January 8). 
That there were no entries for some of 
these awards filled him with astonish- 
ment, said Mr. Spence, and in particular 
he could not understand why, apparently, 
not one student or member of the profes- 
sion should wish to avail himself of £300 
for the study of modern architecture 
abroad. Other items of news made known 
at the conference were: 

The Royal Gold Medal, 1960.— Prof. 
P. L. Nervi has intimated to the RIBA 
that he will be happy to be present to 
receive the Medal at the General Meet- 
ing to be held on April 5. 

W. H. Ansell Bequest—A bequest of 
£2,500 has been received under the will 
of the late W. H. Ansell, P-PRIBA, 
‘upon trust” to apply the income thereof 
to the purchase of pictorial architectural 
drawings, etchings and prints which shall 
be designated the ‘ Ansell Collection.’ 

Exhibition by British Road Federation. 
—The Federation now suggest that an 
exhibition of Parking Garages be shown 
at the RIBA in 1961. The Public Rela- 
tions Committee favour the idea, and 
have begun discussions with the Federa- 
tion on the subject. 


Management Courses 


Sundridge Park Management Courses. 

The Management Course and Manage- 
ment Conference, 1959, organised by the 
London Master Builders’ Association in 
association with the RIBA and the RICS, 
were held between November 30 and 
December 5. 

Only five members of the Institute were 
able to attend the Management Course 
out of a possible eight. This may be due 
to the feeling, it is stated, that initially 
Management Courses for architects 
should be organised by the RIBA, and not 
on a tripartite basis. The Management 
Committee is looking into this. 

Eight members attended the Manage- 
ment Conference, but each of the three 
organisations had some difficulty in find- 
ing people who could meet what was felt 
to be the desirable condition of having 
previously attended a management 
course. The problems discussed were (i) 
developing the design—the conception of 
collaboration between client and archi- 
tect, quantity surveyor and contractor; 
(ii) the increased use of nominated sub- 
contractors and its consequences. 

Mr. Sheppard Fidler, who attended as 
Vice-President, made the point that the 
conference was not representative of the 
industry in that, with one exception, 
engineers and sub-contractors were not 
present. It has been suggested that these 
conferences should be allowed to lapse 


for a year, and the Management Commit- 
tee will be looking into this also. 


RIBA Organisation and Methods Sur- 
vey.—Following their action last year in 
making available to the RIBA the services 
of Mr. P. Govett, an accountant normally 
employed in their Methods Department, 
the Shell Petroleum Co., Ltd., have now 
made available auother man, Mr. Garsten 
Lund, a Dane who speaks very good 
English, who will study the clerical pro- 
cedure of the Board of Architectural 


Education and other matters such as 
filing, etc. 


Representatives on Other Bodies 


Proposed New Procedure for Appoint- 
ment of Representatives to Serve on 
Other Bodies.—The Secretariat have been 
considering what procedures might pro- 
vide the most rapid and efficient means of 
appointing members to serve on the many 
outside organisations who ask for a 
RIBA representative. Apart from BSI 
and Codes of Practice Committees, the 
Royal Institute is represented on 103 
bodies, on most of which there is one 
representative only. 

The Council accepted the report 
embodying the proposals, in which the 
following new procedure was suggested: 

While the present system works, says 
the report, it might be enlivened and 
streamlined if the following principles 
were applied: 


(a) That the Council should be relieved of 
detail with which it cannot be intimately 
familiar. It seems unnecessary, for instance, 
for the Council to attempt to remain directly 
conversant with the affairs of the Standing 
Committee on Water Regulations, the 
Women’s Advisory Council on Solid Fuel, 
the Darlington College of Further Educa- 
tion; and impracticable for it to call for and 
digest reports from 103 Bodies annually. 

(b) That responsibility for an appointment 
and particularly the subsequent liaison should 
rest with those who have a natural interest 
in maintaining it. Thus the RIBA’s Tech- 
nical Standards Committee will want to be 
in touch with an ‘ Exploratory Committee on 
Concrete Technology,’ the Liverpool 
Society with the Liverpool College of Build- 
ing, the Council itself with the MOW 
National Consultative Council. 

(c) That cumbersome procedures and 
needless delays should be avoided. At pre- 
sent, while a Committee or Allied Society 
nomination is awaited, one or occasionally 
two Council meetings may have gone by; so 
that the representative ultimately appointed 
to a one-year term of office might find his 
service in fact reduced by this delay to nine 
months. 

If these principles are acceptable, the 
report continues, appointments to out- 
side bodies could be classified and dealt 
with under three broad headings: 

(a) Those of wholly or primarily Jocal sig- 
nificance which could be administered by the 
Allied Society concerned. 

_(b) Those of national (occasionally local) 
significance which are of a specialist nature 
and which could be administered by a specia- 
list committee of the Institute. 

(c) Those of national standing over which 
the Council would want to retain control 
(together with a few which hardly fall in 
this category but cannot readily be referred 
elsewhere). 

Detailed conditions attaching to such 
devolution of responsibility were also 
agreed by the Council. 
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RIBA Examination Fees.—The Presi- 
dent reported that there had been a valu- 
able discussion on this subject, but that 
a report on the matter had been sent 
back for certain revisions to be made, and 
could not yet be made public. He inti- 
mated, however, that the real profit on 
examination fees was not nearly so large 
as the accounts had sometimes indicated, 
and was likely to fall in future years.

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Architects in Industry 
Objects and Constitution of New Group 


A REPORT On the Architects in Industry 
Group has been prepared following an 
open meeting held at the RIBA on 
November 24 last. The report is as 
follows: 

The Architects in Industry Group has 
been set up with the support of the RIBA 
as a result of the following consider- 
ations: (1) There is great scope for 
improving the standards of architecture 
in industry and commerce; (2) The annual 
value of industrial building work carried 
out in the UK is second only to housing, 
but it is estimated that architects are 
responsible for only about 50 per cent of 
it; (3) Salaried architects in industrial and 
commercial firms have previously had no 
machinery available for interchange of 
views or initiation of investigations into 
their special problems. 


Aims of Group 

The aims of the Group are as follows: 

1. To promote interest in and improve- 
ment of industrial and commercial archi- 
tecture and to encourage the increased 
use of architects in the design and execu- 
tion of industrial and commercial build- 
ings. 


2. To present the point of view of 


salaried architects in industry and com- 
merce to the RIBA, where necessary to 
sponsor investigation of their special 
problems and to provide the RIBA with 
data on the employment of architects in 
industry. 

3. To stimulate proper recognition of 
the function of salaried architects 
employed in industry and commerce. 
(Note: The Group does not propose to 
enter the field of salary negotiation.) 

4. To facilitate the exchange of techni- 
cal and professional information between 
members and allied organisations (such 
as BRS, FBI, BSI, IUA and RIBA Stand- 
ing Committees), and to improve the 
quality of the services which architects 
can offer to industry and commerce. 

Membership.—The Group will at 
present be limited to principals, deputies 
and senior architects in positions of res- 
ponsibility employed on a salary basis by 
industrial and commercial firms who will 
be asked to make available to their own 
architectural staffs any information of 
general or particular interest to them con- 
cerning the Group’s activities. 

Subscription.—The yearly subscrip- 
tion rate has been fixed as £1 is. per 
member, funds being needed mainly for 
postage, as the RIBA has generously 
offered clerical assistance. (Members 
and committee members attending meet- 
ings are expected to pay their 
expenses.)

Design of Rural Factories 
Competition Open to Architectural Students 


FRESH IDEAS in rural building design are 
being sought by Warwickshire Rural 
Community Council, which is launching 
a contest for student architects. The aim 
is to stabilise rural communities by 
attracting light industry into the country- 
side and fostering local crafts. 

The competition secretary, Mr. T. G. 
Castle, said, ‘It is the inventiveness and 
ingenuity of the younger designer that we 
want. Ideas for rural design tend to get 
in a rut. We want to see new, fresh 
ideas that will attract the businessman, 
while suiting the rural environment.’ 


The object of the contest is to stimulate 
and improve the design of workshops and 
small factories in country towns and 
villages. The winner will receive a £50 
prize and second and third will win £25 
and £10 respectively. 

Contestants will be asked to design a 
building costing not more than £7,000 for 
a firm employing up to 20 people. They 
will have to provide for plenty of daylight 
and include in the plans a workshop, 
general office, manager’s office, canteen 
and kitchen and toilet accommodation. 

The competition closes on April 23. 


The Woodwork Industries 
Association’s Views on Suggested Federation 


ON NOVEMBER 25 LAST, Mr. W. R. Price, 
President of the English Joinery Manufac- 
turers’ Association, suggested that some 
form of joint committee or confederation 
of British woodworking industries should 
be formed to provide a centralised voice 
that could speak for the woodworking 
industries of Great Britain. The main 
objects of such a body would be to pro- 
vide a means by which British woodwork- 
ing industries could speak with a united 
and effective voice on those matters 
where there was a common interest, and 
give greater weight to matters of particu- 
lar interest to an individual woodworking 
association, by placing the united support 
of the industries behind that individual 
association. 

Subsequently, the council of EJMA 
decided on December 9 that the views of 
certain associations closely related to 
EJMA, should be ascertained as a first 
step, to see whether there was a service 
that could be provided by such a body. 

To date, representatives of the tollow- 


ing associations have agreed to attend an 
exploratory meeting: British Brush Manu- 
facturers’ Association; British Door 
Association, Ltd.; English Joinery Manu- 
facturers’ Association; National Associa- 
tion of Shopfitters; Scottish Joinery and 
Door Manufacturers’ Association; Ship 
and Boat Builders’ National Federation;

Direct Labour, Birmingham 


City Treasurer Questioned on Administrative Expenses 


FOR SOME considerable time, writes a 
correspondent, the whole matter of direct 
labour building has been a point of acute 
controversy in Birmingham where mem- 
bers of the Conservative party in the City 
Council, members of the building and 
contracting trade, some organs of the 
local Press and other authorities have 
consistently criticised the value of the 
Birmingham Direct Labour Building 
Department, which increasingly has 
secured major civic contracts. It was 
thus of considerable interest to a wide 
field of observers when on January 5, to 
refute what they termed ‘ innuendoes and 
insinuations’ directed against the Bir- 
mingham Direct Labour Building Depart- 
ment, Socialists on the Birmingham City 
Council took the unprecedented step of 
calling Mr. J. P. Eames, the city treasurer, 
before the meeting of the City Council 
to answer a question put by Ald. Harry 
Watton, leader of the Socialist group. 

Members of the Conservative group on 
the council had been pressing for the 
winding up of the Direct Labour Depart- 
ment on the ground that it had lost 
£15,000 in the first five years of its 
existence, and on Mr. Eames being called, 
they registered strong objections assert- 
ing that the procedure was contrary to 
standing orders. Adjudicating on the 
point, the Lord Mayor, ALD. JOHN LEWIS, 
said that the treasurer could be called 
upon to answer a question if the council 
so decided, and on a vote a decision was 
given to hear the treasurer by 68 votes to 
36. 

The question put to Mr. Eames was 
‘Have all the normal administrative 
expenses applicable to the running of the 
Direct Labour Building Department been 
fairly charged, including the proper 
charge for accommodation, for services of 
the Town Clerk and City Treasurer, and 
interest charged on monies borrowed for 
capital equipment?’ The answer of MR. 
EAMES was ‘ Yes.’ 

The council approved a report of the 
House Building Committee on the Direct 
Labour Department which stated that it 
was expected that the comparatively small 
loss suffered so far would be made good 
by the end of the initial five-year period. 

This report was criticised by ALD. 
SIR THEODORE PRITCHETT, leader of the 
Conservatives, who complained that there 
were very few detailed figures. He drew 
the conclusion from the accounts that the 
department had lost £15,000 in five years. 

‘We have lost £15,000. We have 
robbed -the building pool in the city of 
about 500 workers and we have been 
trading against our own _ ratepayers, 
speculating with public money and made 
a loss while so doing,’ Sir Theodore said. 

CLLR. F. T. D. HALL, another Conserva- 
tive member, drew attention to an item of 
£38,707 for administrative expenses and 
asked ‘ Does this include advice from the 
City Architect and City Surveyor or any- 
thing at all for interest? ’ 

It was at that point that ALD. WATTON 
asked permission to call the city treasurer 


“to pin down the allegations that have 
been bandied about so long.’ He added 
that there was absolutely nothing to hide 
in the Direct Labour Building Depart- 
ment. When the full five year initial 
period was completed ‘we shall owe 
nothing, and the city will have good 
workmanship, and a better job from 
private contractors who are forced to do 
it because of the existence of the depart- 
ment,’ Ald. Watton concluded. 


Halifax Corporation 


THE HALIFAX Corporation Housing Com- 
mittee has decided against the setting up 
of a direct labour building department. 
At the December Council meeting, a 
notice of a motion in the name of 
COUNCILLOR L. R. SMITH was referred to 
the Committee. This urged the Council 
‘in order fully to examine all possibilities 
of saving unnecessary expenditure and 
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thereby safeguard the interests of the 
ratepayers, should instruct the Housing 
Committee to prepare and submit a 
scheme for building council houses by 
direct labour.’ 

After examining the position, the Com- 
mittee stated that in view of present con- 
ditions in the building trade the time is 
not yet opportune. 


Aldridge Urban DC 


A SUGGESTION BY COUNCILLOR R. E. CRISP 
that Aldridge Urban Council should 
employ its own direct labour force to 
carry out building projects in the urban 
district, was accepted for consideration 
by the Housing Committee at a meeting 
of the council on December 29. Councillor 
Crisp recalled that he raised the question 
more than a year ago, but had seen no 
mention of it in subsequent reports. 

The chairman of the Housing Commit- 
tee, COUNCILLOR H. E. SWAIN, said that the 
suggestion of a direct labour force would 
be placed on the committee’s agenda for 
consideration. 


Organising for Safety in Building 
Booklet for NFBTE Members 


AN IMPORTANT STEP in its campaign to 
reduce accidents in the building industry 
is the publication by the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers of a 
booklet ‘ Organise for Safety,’ which gives 
guidance to managements on how to 
formulate and apply a definite accident 
prevention policy within their organisa- 
tions. A copy of the booklet is being 
sent to all member-firms. 

This is something different from the 
usual type of safety literature. All effi- 
cient building firms know, or should 
know, the correct methods of erecting 
and maintaining scaffolding, of operating 
cranes and lifting appliances, and of 
guarding openings to prevent falls of 
materials or of men. What many firms 
do not know is how to ensure that the 
determination of the board of directors 
to reduce the number of accidents may 
be translated into the taking of effective 
precautions on their jobs by the develop- 
ment of a chain of organisational respon- 
sibility, each member of which is clearly 
instructed as to his duties in regard to 
safety. 

The foreword to the booklet makes it 
clear that, while the building industry's 
accident rate will not fall until all 
engaged in the industry are prepared to 
give continuous attention to the develop- 
ment of safer methods of working and 
to the education of all concerned to avoid 
those momentary acts of carelessness 
which lead only too frequently to 
personal loss and tragedy, the respon- 
sibility for devising and setting in motion 
the necessary machinery rests with top 
management. 

The booklet indicates how each board 
of directors can set about this task, the 
type of information in regard to the num- 
ber and the actual cost of accidents they 
will need to collect from their jobs, and 
the responsibilities which might be 


allocated respectively to safety officers, 
agents and general foremen, trades fore- 
men and gangers and other employees. 

The recommendations contained in the 
booklet, copies of which are obtainable 
from the NFBTE, 82 New Cavendish- 
street, London, WI (price 2s. 6d., post 
free), are capable of application in 
principle by all building firms irrespective 
of their size. 


Building Hours 


“Claims to be Made Shortly’ 

IT HAD BEEN THOUGHT that the question 
of hours in the building industry had 
been settled, following the recent agree- 
ment of the National Joint Council, until 
the autumn when an overall 44-hour week 
for the whole of the country comes into 
force. The brightly-produced first issue 
of the AUBTW’s ‘Building Standard ’ 
thinks otherwise; it states that a demand 
for a shorter working week will be made 
‘early in the New Year.’ 

This must be reckoned as mere 
trumpeting by the Union, inspired no 
doubt by the claim on behalf of builders’ 
labourers made to the CEC conciliation 
board, since constitutionally no fresh 
claim can be put into the National Joint 
Council until November next. Whatever 
the merits of the industry's case for a 
shorter working week, the fact must be 
faced that any concession, under present 
circumstances, would be nothing other 
than a direct addition to the cost of build- 
ing and as such would exercise a consider- 
able influence on the cost of living index. 
Do the union really want to engage again 
in the whole weary game of watching 
wages chasing prices? For, as we have 
recently said, the claims are not princi- 
pally directed towards getting shorter 
working hours or greater efficiency but 
to working the present total weekly num- 
ber of hours at enhanced rates.

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Increased Use of Lift-slab Construction 
Examples from England, Australia and the USA 


by J. E. Guest, MIStructE 


DEVELOPED by two Americans, Youtz and 
Slick, lift-slab construction was intro- 
cuced in 1948, and the first large build- 
ing erected by this method was the 
Administrative Building of Trinity Uni- 
versity in San Antonio, Texas, con- 
structed in 1950. Since that time the 
technique has been used for many 
structures in the USA, Canada and 
Australia, while recently work has 
started on the first building to be con 
structed in this way in Britain. 

The conception of lift-slab came from 
the thought that traditional methods of 
concrete construction were wasteful in 
requiring a timber structure to be built 
lirst and then casting the concrete 
structure in it. In a lift-slab building 
the columns are erected first and then 
the floor slabs are cast, one on top 
another, on the ground slab; the roof 
being cast finally. The slabs. are 
separated only by a_ bond-breaking 
emulsion. Because ef the saving in 
formwork and the increased produc 
tivity following from casting all concrete 
a: or near ground level, appreciable 
economy in costs is claimed for the 
method. 

Contemporary architectural 
ments of ceilings completely without 
beams, thus allowing freedom in par 
titioning space, naturally follow from the 
method. Normal methods of concreting 
the slabs may be used, or for increased 
speed vacuum processing can be adopted. 
In cold climates the fact that all the 
concreting is concentrated at one level 
enables the use of more efficient and 
more economic protective measures 
against freezing. 

When the top slab has reached the 
required strength, hydraulic jacks are set 
up at the top of each column and the 
slabs are lifted to their correct levels by 
special threaded rods passing through 
the jacks and attached to collars 
into the slab around each column. 

The slabs are generally of 
reinforced solid concrete, but for long 
spans two-way ribbed slabs have been 
used, the voids being formed by card 
board boxes. A slab prestressed in two 
directions was used for the roof of a 
laboratory in Texas, the columns being 
spaced at 24 ft. centres in both directions. 

Lightweight structural concrete would 
Le advantageous for long spans. Columns 
are of structural steel, enabling simple 
attachment of the supporting steel collars 
by welding. As initially the columns are 
unbraced cantilevers, structural require 
ments limit the height that can be 
erected at one time and usually in multi 
storey buildings the first column lift is 
about 40 ft. Succeeding lifts of columns 
welded the stubs of lower lifts 
after some of the slabs have been raised 
and temporarily attached to the columns, 
thus providing bracing. As in all flat 
slab construction, the best structural 
layout of columns is achieved by having 
the slab cantilever beyond the

In addition to forming the connection 
between column and slab the steel collar 
provides a means whereby the hydraulic 
jack is connected to the slab and also 
acts as a guide as the slab slides up the 
column during lifting. It also provides a

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The structural design generally follows 
orthodox practice for flat slabs assuming 
1 continuous frame as described in the 
British Standard Code of Practice 
CP 114. Lift-slab construction, however, 
does involve consideration of some 
points not met with generally, and these 
are set out in the following. 

Stresses im the Slabs..—During lifting 
the slabs simply supported by the 
lifting rods and are capable of rotation 
about the points of support. A separate 
structural analysis was therefore made 
for the conditions during lifting, treating 
the slabs as simply supported and carry 
ing their own weight only. After the 
collars have been welded into position 
the column exercises a restraint on the 
slab, and thus when calculating the 
bending moments for the final conditions 
the effects of the column stiffnesses are 
considered for all loads imposed after 
connection. 

The stresses due to the probability of 
the slabs being at different levels at the 
various columns during lifting are also 
considered. Generally, the levels of the 
slabs can be controlled to within } in 
between columns and even more 
accurately if necessary. Where the im 
posed load is high compared with the 
load during lifting, as in the structure 
under consideration, stresses during 
lifting due to selfweight and possible 
differences in elevation, are less than the 
stresses under fina! working conditions. 

Buckling of Columns—The strength of 
the columns, and in particular their 
resistance to buckling during lifting of 
the slabs, must be carefully investigated 
at all stages. Columns were first checked 
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for lifting the roof to the top of the first 
lifi of columns [Fig. 3(b)}. In this case 
the columns act as cantilevers. After the 
roof is temporarily fixed in position the 
s.ab offers some restraint to the columns, 
the degree of restraint depending upon 
the relative stiffmesses of the slab and the 
columns, and also on the type of con- 
nection employed. Subsequently several 
slabs can be lifted at the same time. In 
the case of the City of Birmingham flats 
a further check was made for the con 
dition when five slabs were parked at the 
tops of the columns and a further four 
slabs were being lifted. These checks 
were repeated for further lifts when the 
columns were extended. 

Stresses im Collars.--As _ previcusly 
mentioned, the collar acts as a * shear 
head’ and a bearing plate. A linear dis 
tribution of bearing stress across the 
collar is assumed, and the various parts 
of the collar and the welds connecting 
the parts are designed to resist the bend 
ing moments and shears arising from the 
ensuing bending moments. As in the 
analysis of the slabs, the conditions 
during lifting have to be considered as 
well as the final conditions. Reinforce 
ment welded to the collar transfers the 
forces from collar to slab. 

Connections.--The load from the collar 
is transferred to the column by shear 
blocks. The thickness of these blocks is 
determined from bearing requirements, 
and the length of the fillet welds from the 
load to be transmitted in shear. Bending 
moments are transmitted by the 
horizontal fillet weld between collar and 
shear block.

Construction Methods 


The construction of the foundations 
and the casting of the ground floor slab 
do not differ from conventional practice. 
When this stage has been reached the 
lifting collars are threaded onto the 
columns and wedged at a_ sufficient 
distance from the base plates to provide 
working head room. The columns are 
then erected, plumbed and grouted. A 
separating medium is next applied to the 
ground floor slab. This is a resin dis 
solved in a volatile spirit and is sprayed 
over the surface of the slab, the volatile 
spirit evaporating and leaving a thin film 
of resin on the concrete.

210 ft. Building in Australia 


, BUILDING of eighteen storeys being 
erected in Sydney is shown in Fig. 4. The 
building is L-shaped and in the angle 
formed by the junction of the two arms 
a steel frame is erected to the height of 
the building and braced to reduce 
horizontal movements which would cause 
difficulties in lift-slab construction. The 
floors from the sixth to the fifteenth 
storeys are identical, and each floor com 
prises two slabs each having an area of 
ibout 7,500 sq. ft., an average thickness 
of 10 in. and a weight of about 400 tons. 
The two slabs are joined by a strip, about 
3 ft. wide, of concrete cast in place. 
The slabs are cast one above another 
it basement level and are lifted by 27 
hydraulically-operated jacks (Fig. 5), 
each having a capacity of 70 tons. The 
jacks are connected in series by the oil 
supply lines and are fixed. to the steel 
columns. The slabs are lifted at a rate 
of 4 ft. per hour by means of threaded 
bars turned by the oil motors. In Fig. 
+ one slab is shown raised to the tops 
f the columns, where it is supported

while the jacks are used to raise another 
slab from the stack seen at the bottom 
of the picture. 

It is estimated that the lift-slab method 
will effect a saving of about one-quarter 
of the cost of construction by other 
methods and that the time of erection 
will be reduced by about one-third. The 
architects for the building are Messrs. 
McConnell, Smith & Johnson. 


Single-Storey School, USA 


ALTHOUGH lift-slab construction has 


‘obvious application in multi-storey work 


it also has been used economically for 
single-storey buildings. In a school in 
Connecticut, USA, five or six classrooms 
are accommodated in each of the circular 
single-storey buildings shown in Fig 6. 
Each is 100 ft. diameter, and 9 ft. 44 in. 
high from floor to ceiling. The roof, 
10 in. thick, is supported on eighteen 
columns of which twelve are on a circle 
of 90 ft. diameter and six are on a circle 
of 33 ft. 2 in. diameter. The columns of 
the outer row are square and are formed 


Model of school buildings, Connecticut, USA 


by welding two angles; the inner columns 
are tubular. The ground-floor slab is 
10 in. thick and, together with a beam 
under the outer row of columns, acts as 
a foundation. 

For each building the roof slab was 
cast directly on the ground-floor slab, but 
separated from it by a layer of paraffin 
wax. When the slab had attained a sufh 
cient strength, generally ten to fourteen 
days after casting, it was raised by nine 
hydraulic jacks fixed on the tops of nine 
columns. The nine jacks were operated 
from a single electric control panel and 
raised a slab at the rate of 4 ft. to 5 ft. 
per hour; that is, a slab was raised to its 
final height in about two hours. When 
the desired height was achieved the 
collars were welded to the columns, after 
which the jacks were removed 

It is stated that in comparison with a 
similar school built in the same State in 
the year 1950 the cost of construction 
was reduced by 14 per cent by this 
method.

Timber Research 
Functions of the FPR Laboratory 


rue councit for Scientific and Industrial 
Research announce that they have re- 
viewed the operation of the arrangements 
made early in 1958, under which they 
asked the Timber Development Associa- 
tion to assume responsibility for certain 
aspects of timber research previously dis- 
charged by the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory. The steering committee for 
the laboratory had become convinced that 
the new arrangements did not allow sufh- 
cient latitude to the laboratory in the 
discharge of its essential duties, and that 
the division of functions between the 
laboratory and any other research organi- 
sation must be more flexible. They were 
convinced, therefore, of the need for a 
new approach to the problem of securing 
industrial support of work done for the 
immediate benefit of the timber trade 
(which was the aim of the earlier arrange- 
ments) and also to provide for the needs 
of the users—the home producer (includ 
ing the Forestry Commission), the mer- 
chant and the manufacturer. At the same 
time they felt it essential to maintain an 
adequate and well-balanced research team 
at the Forest Products Research Labora- 
tory. 


The Research 
restated their general policy 
Forest Products Research 
the following terms: 

‘There is a continuing need in the 
national interest, both for research of a 
fundamental character on timber (but 
with ultimate practical applications) and 
for work of immediate benefit to the 
Forestry Commission and timber users 
This work is best done at the Forest Pro 
ducts Research Laboratory with financial!

* Listening to Father ’ 


A major problem which confronts a firm that has grown from the smallest 
beginnings to a stage where perhaps three or four principals and, say, 200 
men are engaged, is that of co-ordinating responsibility and achieving good 


management. 


We have asked Mr. Cecil A. Francis, head of the Advisory 


Service for the Building Industry (BAS) to describe the growth of a typical 
small firm of builders, analyse its present working and suggest good manage- 


ment techniques suitable to its present stage of development. 


While all the 


characters are fictitious it may be that some builder readers will recognise 


themselves and their firms as the saga unfolds. 


ALBERT HEAD WAS BORN IN 
father was a tiler but Albert decided to 
become a bricklayer. Good at his job, he 
was foreman bricklayer in 1926 when 
his father died. 

With £600 left him by his father and 
£150 personal savings, Albert set up on 
his own account as a builder and decora- 
tor. He prospered in a_ moderately 
successful way and in 1930 had so much 
decorating work that he up-graded his 
foreman to Painting Manager. From that 
time Albert attended to everything con 
nected with general work, 
Manager to all decorating. They pre 
pared their own estimates, controlled 
their labour. ran their jobs, and prepared 
their own accounts. If there were any 
differences of opinion, it is so long ago 
that they are forgotten. 

The weak spot in the firm was joinery 
and in 1933 Albert Head decided to join 
up with John Wood. a local joinery shop 
owner. A. Head. Limited. was formed. 
Albert held 60 per cent of the shares and 
John Wood got 40 per cent in lieu of his 
joinery works and stocks. Little or no 
extra capital was brought into the busi 
ness, but they gave a joint guarantee to 
the bank for £2,000 to cover a possible 
overdraft. The arrangement worked 
quite well in the same manner as hitherto. 
Albert did general work, the

Each had their own little 
empire of clients and would control the 
work for those clients, although outside 
their own sphere. The combined 
force was now 70 men. 

Albert was shrewd and when Tom, his 
eldest son left school in 1936, he was 
apprenticed to the local plumbing firm, 
where he stayed until called up in 1942. 
The second son, William, left 
1938 and went to the county technical 
schoo] to become a surveyor. For health 
reasons he was not called up and from 
1942 assisted his father in the business. 

John Wood had one son, Fred, 
born in 1924. From school in 1938 he 
became in turn a joinery apprentice, a 
joiner, foreman joiner, and wheu his 
father died in 1952, joinery manager. John 
Wood left his shareholding to his wife.

At the end of 1958 the firm employed 
about 200 men and reached a turnover of 
approximately £350.000. They covered 
most trades except electrical, but the 
ancillary trade staff such as tilers, plas 
terers, etc., was small.

The Problem 

In July, 1959, the audited accounts for 
1958 were produced and showed a profit 
of £4,000 on a turnover of £362,000. Re 
serves for various items and salaries paid 
to directors were low and 
than would be considered reasonable.

ALBERT HEAD: You young fellows are 
not tough enough with the men. I! 
used to be on site at 8 a.m. and the 
last man on the scaffolding was 
sacked. 

10M HEAD: The bad weather in January 
February when nearly all work was 
stopped for five weeks. 

WILLIAM HEAD: Waiting for drawings, 
steelwork and sub-contractors must 
have cost them thousands on the up 
town contract, and in any case he had 
always thought the painting work 
quotations were too low and unprofit 
able. (The Painting Manager was not 
there.) In addition they had to shift 
men about because joinery was not 
delivered when wanted. 

FRED WOOD: Joinery was not delivered 
when wanted because he was not told 
about it until a couple of days before 
it was due to be fixed. When it was 
ready, he could not get transport to 
take it to site. 

MRS. WOOD: All she knew was that the 
men who had been doing maintenance 
at her house took } hour for their tea- 
break, 14 hours for lunch, and then 
packed up } hour before time. If the 
rest of the men were like that it was 
a wonder there was not a loss. 

This meeting and a chat between the 
younger members of the firm resulted in 
the Building Advisory Service being called 
in. There was no specific problem to be 
tackled, it was just a question of * should

Finding a Solution 

From the very beginning it was obvious 
that a number of essential management 
techniques were either not being practised 
at all, or done badly. Planning was non- 
existent, bonusing half-heartedly done for 
some trades on some jobs. Costing was 
about six weeks behind the work and 
there was no guarantee that it 
accurate. 

A good consultant soon finds out that 
there are deeper reasons behind the 
obvious ones. In about 75 per cent of 
surveys done it is found that the firm's 
troubles stem from the structure of the 
organisation. A chart of the existing 
organisation (turn to page 140) showed 
a formidable looking organisation, but 
breaking some of the most important 
principles of good management. 

The first thing which strikes the skilled 
»bserver is Albert Head, now 63, with a 
full-time routine job, having eleven dif 
ferent people reporting to him. Very few 
men, even without a routine job, can 
effectively control more than six execu 
tives. If the figure can be got below six. 
so much the better. 

Second, the Biblical 


was 


Saying, “no man 


can serve two masters,’ is very true in 
business practice. Whilst theoretically 
each of the eleven is responsible only to 
Albert Head, many of them received 
orders and instructions from the others at 
director level. To whom does the Job 
bing Foreman give priority when Albert, 
Tom and William Head all want their 
client’s work done immediately? The 
Transport Manager allocates lorries and, 
we suspect, gives orders to the fitter, but 
he has no authority to enforce such 
orders. The cost clerk has to produce 
up-to-date costs, but has to wait until 
another department has finished with the 
necessary primary data. 

The moral is, of course, that nobody 
should have responsibility unless they 
also have authority to carry out the 
duties connected with the responsibility. 
Hence, if we have a supervisor respon 
sible for jobbing work, let him deal with 
the lot. Albert, Tom and William and 
the Painting Manager must turn over that 
part of their jobs to the man responsible. 
It is true that Mrs. Brown will always 
ring up and must speak to Mr. William 
The builder will say that he is the only 
one she will deal with. Being at the 
receiving end, I say that most probably he 
is the only name in the firm she knows. 
and it is always nicer to ask for a par- 
ticular person, rather than dictate to a 
telephone operator or be switched from 
person to person. We all retire in due 
course, but the business will go on, and 
Mrs. Brown will soon be just as friendly 
with our successors. If it is done diplo 
matically no trouble will be exverienced 
and no customers lost. Mrs. Brown is 
really only concerned with getting her 
job done promptly and efficiently. 


Men and Jobs 


common practice to Maintain 
that if a man estimates a job, runs it and 
later finalises the accounts, he does so 
rore efficiently than when a number of 
people are concerned. This is not true. 
The world is made up of several types of 
people, all of whom have their own par 
ticular outlet in life. 

In the building industry a contract 
involves men of diametrically opposed 
tvpes. First there is the professional 
cum-oftiice type who becomes the esti

get the out-door type who wants to 
organise, to produce and to translate 
drawings into buildings. Rarely do the 
twe types become an effective unit in 
one man. One can even go further and 
split the estimator from the surveyor 
Look at your own staff and find out which 
part the man really likes doing. That is 
the part which gets priority. 

If the man doing all three jobs is 
basically an estimator, his contract 
management will suffer because he is 
busy on the next estimate. If he is basic- 
ally a contract manager, there will always 
be a fast car at the door to get estimates 
in two minutes before time. Because in 
the building industry, the current job is 
the most important and urgent, which- 
ever he is, the final accounts will always 
be well in arrears. 

Can we, therefore, sort out the per- 
sonalities of the firm? William was trained 
as a surveyor. Can he not take respon- 
sibility for all estimating and surveying? 
This would relieve his father, brother, the 
Painting Manager and Jobbing Foreman 
of work. There would be a greater 
degree of uniformity of prices, because 
it the moment we have no guarantee that 
they would all quote the same figure for 
i job. William would become a specialist 
dealing with a specialised job. 

The Estimating/Surveying part of the

Achieving the Complete Catalogue 


For a product catalogue to be complete. 
it must contain all the relevant informa- 
tion the manufacturer possesses. Ideally. 
this information should be in a form 
suited to the needs of all those who are 
likely to use it. Since the requirements 
of the architect and the contractor—to 
take the two most obvious examples 
vary considerably, the problem is a difh- 
cult one. On a cost basis alone, it is un- 
realistic to- expect the manufacturer to 
produce separate catalogues for each type 
of user Moreover, it is impossible to 
draw any precise lines between their res- 
pective needs. 

The solution we decided upon was to 
include all relevant details in sectionalised 
form, and to make them flexible in their 
arrangement by using a loose-leaf system. 
In this way, individual users are able to 
organise the sections to suit themselves. 
Two product catalogues have so far been 
published, both of them dealing with 
asbestos cement sheetings. Apart from 
an explanatory preface, the contents 
include an index, data sheet, working 
details, specification check list, guide to 
prices, sitework and fixing instructions. 
and component reference sheets. It will 
be seen that each catalogue describes not 
only the products as such, their types and 
properties, but also precisely how they 
are used when applied to buildings. 


Making a Catalogue Understandable 


To make a technical catalogue readily 
understandable, the most important fac- 
tor is orderly presentation. As far as pos- 
sible, this should be visual with a high 
standard in drawing technique. We 
found that it was by no means easy to 
reconcile satisfactorily the drawings and 
their annotations. 

We tried hard to minimise separate 
text, by including any essential wording 
on the drawings wherever this could be 
done. Many details cried out for tabula- 
tion——data on the properties of products, 
for example. We had to take this in- 
formation, decide what had to be said 
and then find the appropriate technique 
to suit it. We found that it was useless 
to try and tabulate, say, the many product 
components in the same manner as the 
sitework instructions. For such items a 
completely open mind, influenced only 
by what the catalogue users need to 
know, is essential. 

Quality of production also affects the 
question of whether the catalogue will 
be readily understandable or not. The 
typography must be apt, the drawings 
especially must be clearly reproduced. We 
decided that offset litho printing on a 
cartridge paper was the most suitable 
process. By this method, all information 
must be checked and cleared at a com- 
paratively early state, late alterations 
being an expensive matter. This was a 
real drawback, but one which we felt 
we had to accept—just as we had to 
accept the exclusion of half-tone illustra 
tions 


Making Information Accessible 

Accessibility of the information rests 
on the mechanics of the catalogue system. 
We considered it to be of first importance 
that we should adopt standard solutions 
likely to be used by others in due course. 
The catalogues are therefore to the inter 
national standard size A4, loose-leaf. 
and pre-punched to suit all filing systems 
in common use—particularly the 34 in. 
(80 mm.) hole-spacing. We had no diffi 
culty in obtaining the paper size we 
wanted as sheets in the ‘A’ series are now 
made in this country. 

Complementary to these provisions was 
the clear need for some efficient classifica 
tion system. We could, of course, devise 
one to suit our own existing products: 
but there was no guarantee that such a 
classification would cater for unforeseen 
future needs such as new developments 
and products. A comprehensive system 
seemed to be needed. We were fortunate 
that there was available a suitable inter- 
national classification system which 
appeared to allow for all contingencies. 


Keeping Catalogues Up To Date 
To keep catalogues up to date, we 
utilise our two-monthly Information 
Bulletins, which to some extent act as a 
vehicle for additional or revised 
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catalogue pages for insertion in the loose 
leaf system. 

In all the planning and preparation, 
our single-minded purpose was to make 
each product catalogue an efficient work 
ing tool for every user, in the sure know 
ledge that, as a result, we would benefit 
in the long run. There have, in fact, 
been immediate and unexpected benefits 
within our own organisation. The com- 
ponent reference sheets have simplified 
the work of our order department, to 
quote but a single example. 

There are two other factors which have 
proved to be clear advantages in an 
undertaking of this kind. First, a willing 
ness and determination to undertake a 
basic re-thinking of the problems, which 
implies enthusiastic support at every 
level. Second, a thorough understanding 
and interest on the part of the print- 
production agent. 

The final encouragement is the interest 
taken by the industry. Production of our 
first catalogue was followed by a very 
wide response to our request for con- 
structive criticism. This enabled 
improvements to be made in the second 
catalogue. It is a significant indication of 
the support awaiting those who are pre 
pared to make a start along the road to 
better building information. 


Certificates Under the Recent 


Planning Act

BUILDERS AND CONTRACTORS who have 
acquired land or hold land in the hope 
of eventually being able to build houses 
there, have felt the frustrations of seeing 
that land shown in the development plan 
as the site of a school or perhaps an 
open space, though in many cases local 
authorities are not in a hurry to acquire. 


Immediately after the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, arrange- 
ments were made for claims to be made 
against the global fund and where sites 
were suitable for development, claims 
were finally paid when planning permis- 
sion was refused or the land acquired by 
the local authority. The claim against 
the global fund, however, was based on 
1948 values and represented the differ- 
ence then between housing and existing 
use value. But values have changed. 


An interesting change has been intro- 
duced by the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1959. When land is not in a com- 
prehensive development area or in areas 
allocated for uses of a residential, com- 
mercial or industrial character or for a 
range of two or more uses any of which 
is of such a character (S.5(1)), then an 
owner can apply for a certificate as to 
value when the local authority have 
shown their desire to acquire the premises 
by buying compulsorily or negotiating by 
agreement where compulsory powers are 
available, or have submitted to a purchase 
notice or a notice under S.39 of the Town 
and Country Planning Act 1959. 


The intention behind the granting of a 
certificate is that the owner may be 


allowed to avail himself of the additional! 
value of the difference between the 1948 
and the present prices—providing that 
his form of development wouid be admis- 
sible and in conformity with planning and 
that the special use of the land for 
which the local authority require it were 
not taking place. 

If there were no proposals of acquisi- 
tion by a public authority the owner 
might have expected to be able to sell 
the land with planning permission for 
some form of development. Thus if land 
required for open space were in a residen- 
tial area entirely surrounded by houses, it 
might appear that if it were not used for 
open space (or a school) it could be used 
for housing. 

But it may happen that the land has 
also a present agricultural use or is other- 
wise best left undeveloped. In this case 
it might well appear that the local 
authority would not accept an application 
for a certificate. It is not in every case 
where a claim against the global fund has 
been granted that a certificate will be 
given. If an application for a certificate 
is refused by the local authority then 
there is an appeal to the Minister. 

As the provisions of the 1959 Act are 
comparatively new, it is by no means 
certain what attitude will be taken by 
local planning authorities and the 
Minister on appeal in relation to these 
certificates. But there appears some hope 
of additional compensation for those who 
hold land which the local authority 
require for open space or _ school 
development. 





The Longest Suspension Bridge 


The Verrazano-Narrows Bridge, New York 


From Our New York Correspondent 


IN AUGUST, 1959, a groundbreaking cere- 
mony was held on Staten Island to signal 
the start of construction of the $320m. 
Verrazano-Narrows Bridge which will 
link Brooklyn and Staten Island. It is 
estimated that the crossing, to include the 
longest suspension bridge in the worid, 
will be opened to traffic in 1965. 

Staten Island. at present isolated, is 
expected to become the scene of an un 
precedented boom in population, and a 
sharp growth of business, industrial and 
recreational facilities. It has been pre 
dicted that the population of Staten 
Island, with the opening of the new 
bridge, will increase by 138 per cent by 
1975

The new bridge will have two tiers with 
six trafic lanes on each level. It is 
planned to complete the lower level and 
leave the upper level with its approach 
ramps until traffic demands the additional 
capacity. In the first full year of opera 
tion, the bridge is expected to handle an 
estimated 16,300,000 vehicles. Estimated 
capacity of the bridge with both levels 
operating is 48 million vehicles annually. 

From anchorage to anchorage, the 
bridge will be 6.690 ft. long. supported by 
690 ft. steel towers at either end. 
With the inclusion of the immediate 
approaches, it will be nearly three miles 
long, extending from 92nd street near 
Fort Hamilton Parkway in Brooklyn to 
just west of Fort Wadesworth in Staten 
Island. The towers will reach 700 ft. 
above mean high water level and the

Europe’s Housing 


General Similarity of Low-cost Dwellings 


LOW COST OR SOCIAL DWELLINGS in Europe 
have many common characteristics 
irrespective of where they are built and 
conform to a generally similar pattern of 
living. This is one of the findings of a 
report* on the Utilisation of Space in 
Dwellings, published by the Secretariat 
of the Housing Committee of the United 
Nations Economic Commission for 
Europe (ECE). The report pinpoints the 
fact that throughout Europe there are 
wide divergencies in the planning of 
dwellings and in the amount of space 
allocated for the various functions per- 
formed in them, but it shows, by means 
of tables and diagrams, that the average 
is fairly consistent. In short, if extremes 
are disregarded, low cost {cusinge across 


the length and breadth of Europe is much 
the same. 

The method of analysis used in the 
report is to examine the utilisation of 
space according to its functional use and 
not only on the basis of floor areas. This 
enables comparisons to be made between 
single-purpose and multi-purpose rooms. 
as well as the spaces required for daytime 
and night-time use and the requirements 
of parent and child. It also draws atten- 
tion to the illogicalities which occur 
when user requirements are not suffi- 
ciently studied in the preparation of 
house design. 

Five basic types of dwellings built 
during the period 1955-58 are reviewed 
in the report, including homes for old 
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roadways will be suspended from cables 
supported by the two towers. Vertical 
clearance over the channel at the middle 
of the suspension span will be 227 ft. 

The bridge is being financed and built 
by The Port of New York Authority; the 
[riborough Bridge and Tunnel Authority 
will operate and maintain it under a lease 
agreement. 

Dr. D. B. Steinman, consulting enginee 
and bridge-designer, is confident that to 
day suspension bridge spans up _ to 
10,000 ft. are practicable and may be 
expected. By combining three previously 
unrelated sciences—the deflection theory 
of suspension bridges, the mathematical 
theory of vibration analysis, the 
science of aerodynamics—a new science 
of suspension bridge aerodynamics has 
been developed. It permits predictive 
control, solution and cure of bridge prob 
lems previously insoluble. New records 
have been achieved in the magnitude and 
depth of bridge foundations sunk unde: 
most difficult conditions. 


and 


The need for improved bridge materials 
has taken two directions, according to 
Dr. Steinman. One is the development 
of higher-strength steels, including alloy 
steels (silicon steel, nickel 
manganese, chrome-nickel steel), heat 
treated carbon steel, and cold-drawn 
high-carboned bridge wire. Materials with 
three or four times the safe working 
strength of ordinary steel have been 
developed.

The other direction is the development 
of lighter-weight metals for structural 
use. The economy of utilising stronger 
or lighter metals increases with the span- 
length. The principal lightweight material 
has been structural aluminium. 


New attention has been given to the 
attainment of beauty in bridges. Annual 
artistic bridge awards, inaugurated in the 
United States in 1928, have focused 
attention on the importance of this 
aspect of design. ‘The modern bridge 
engineer has to be an artist and poet as 
well as mathematician, scientist. financier 
and constructor.’

Flue Construction; Dampness Through Condensation 
Pressure from Low Leve! Tank; Vehicles on Sites 


Flue Condensation 


QUESTION: For the last 18 months we 
have experienced trouble with discoloura- 
tion of ceilings and walls adjacent to the 
domestic boiler stack on the first floor. 
One builder applied two coats of water- 
proof sealer to the stack pipe at a cost 
to us of £5, but this had no effect. We 
engaged another builder and quote from 
his letter: ‘We find on inspection, that 
the inside of the stack has not been 
parged as far down as can be seen with 
a light showing from the soot door. The 
joints in the brickwork can clearly be 
seen, and there is no question of parging 
falling off in small areas.’ Incidentally, 
the discolouration also shows through the 
external pebble-dashing. 

According to the specification attached 
to the building contract, it stressed, * all 
flues to be parged throughout as build- 
ing proceeds.’ We are quite aware that 
some types of modern fires do tend to 
form condensation in flues with dis- 
colouration of plaster after a considerable 
time, but it is obvious that, as the flue 
is not parged, this is the major cause of 
the trouble. The estimate for putting this 
matter right is about £25, which includes 
re-papering the damage caused by damp- 
ness to the interior walls. oe ae A 
ANSWER: This is undoubtedly a case of 
condensation in the flue. If the flue had 
been properly parged in the first instance 
it would have taken much longer for the 
stains to show on the outside of the 
chimney walls, but it would no doubt have 
been in evidence later. 

There is only one cure now and that is 
to line the flue with pipes, e.g., 6 in. asbes- 
tos cement flue pipes or salt glazed stone- 
ware drain pipes. A cavity will be 
formed between the outside of the pipe 
lining and the inside of the existing flue. 
This should not be an expensive job if 
the flue is on an outside wall. Some 
scaffolding will be necessary, and using 
6 ft. lengths of asbestos piping one brick 
can be cut out where the joints occur. 
The top of the stack may have to be 
removed depending on how it is con- 
structed at the moment, and the pipes 
can be lowered down the flue on a rope; 
the rope can be untied through the hole 
cut in the flue. When the next pipe is 
lowered the joint can be made with 
asbestos rope. At this point some packing 
of brick and mortar can be applied to 
prevent side wobble of the pipes. 

The lowest pipe must rest on some 
kind of cement and brick stooling, just 
above the point where the boiler flue 
enters the stack, and sealed to prevent 
smoke from entering the cavity. This, 
most likely, can be done through the soot 
door. The holes can then be made good, 
the top of the cavity sealed, and the top 
of the chimney stack with pot properly 
weathered. 


It is not possible to remove the soot 
and oily matter which has been absorbed 


into the brickwork and plaster on the 
first floor; the surfaces will have to be 
treated with some sealing compound to 
prevent further staining of the new 
decorations. R. M. E. 


Dampness Through Condensation 


QUESTION: There is a damp wall in the 
top room of my house which backs on to 
a chimney. Damp-proofing treatment has 
so far failed to have any effect and 
experts have examined the roof and 
chimney flashings and found them to be 
in perfect order. What do you advise ? 
RK. %. S: 


ANSWER: Since the roof is reported to be 
secure, the dampness of the wall can only 
be caused by condensation, possibly in 
the chimney flue, and particularly if it 
serves a boiler. It has been stated that 
the wall was treated with a waterproofing 
emulsion which should have held the 
dampness for a time at least if the 
chimney was the cause. Any discoloura- 
tion of the wall was not mentioned, as 
usually when moisture comes through 
from a flue, sooty deposits can come 
through with it. The construction of the 
wall is important, whether a_ hollow 
cavity wall or solid, and if hollow whether 
the cavity is over ventilated or not. 

Assuming it is an outside wall then 
condensation may form on the inside of 
this cold face, and not on the other wall 
surfaces, and damp-proofing of this face 
will only make it worse as there would be 
no absorption. Proper ventilation of the 
room should reduce the amount of con- 
densation. 


If the chimney condensation is the 
trouble then the only cure is to line the 
chimney with 6-in. cement asbestos flue 
pipes which will leave a cavity between 
the lining and the existing flue. The top 
of the chimney will have to be removed 
to allow for lowering the pipes down, and 
holes will have to be cut into the flue to 
facilitate making the joints and wedging 
the pipes central. A _ seating for the 
lowest pipe will also have to be formed 
at the base which will form a seal to the 
cavity. Handy lengths of pipe for this 
job measure 6 ft. R. M. E. 


Pressure from Tank Below Roof Level 


QUESTION: How can provision be made 
to obtain adequate pressure to a shower 
head in a bungalow when the cold water 
storage tank is below roof level? 

A. M. 


ANSWER: Since the shower fitting has a 
static head in the region of one foot only 
a pump could be installed after some form 
of mixer. A one-inch pump of the type 
now used for small heating circuits will 
deliver four gallons of water per minute 
against a 5 ft. head. To minimise the 
friction in fittings gate valves could be 
used on supply pipes prior to the pump. 
Carry the shower pipe to a point above 
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the static water level of the cold water 
supply tank and thence down to shower 
head. The gate valves will then require 
very little movement to balance the tem- 
perature of the water and the pump will 
act as a stop valve. 

A non-return valve fitted to the vent 
pipe will prevent the entry of air. The 
pump pipes should be housed in a 
plumbing space, the extended spindles of 
the gate valves and a ceiling cord switch 
being operated within the bathroom.

Vehicles on Building Sites 
We are engaged in estate 
and on one of our sites 
where we are erecting 283 dwellings we 
recently purchased a tractor for the pur- 
pose of pulling a trailer for the con- 
veyance of materials from one point to 
another on the site. Will this necessitate 
the tractor being registered and taxed and 
the driver holding a current driving 
licence? We would also appreciate your 
advice on the running of dumpers in a 
similar capacity.

On some estate developers’ sites we 
have seen notices erected declaring the 
roads to be private and not open to the 
general public even though purchasers 
of the dwellings in parts of the estate had 
already taken occupation. We are, there- 
fore, wondering whether the display of 
such boards will afford any protection 
should any claims be made against us 
through accidents involving unauthorised 
persons being on th esite. Pa fe 


ANSWER: Provided that vehicles are used 
solely on private land and private roads 
they need not be taxed. A declaration 
should be made to the local taxation 
office on the form appropriate to vehicles 
that are to be used exclusively on roads 
not repairable at the public expense. The 
office will issue registration books for the 
respective vehicles, but not licences. 

It is open to the company to apply for 
permission to make limited use of a 
public road if this is necessary in passing 
from one part of their land to another. 
Provided that the distance so covered 
does not aggregate more than six miles 
per week this will not affect exemption 
from tax. 

Driving licences are not normally re- 
quired unless vehicles are driven on a 
public road. It should be noted, however, 
that the movement of vehicles on building 
sites is one of the matters covered by the 
Building (Safety, Health and Welfare} 
Regulations, and these state that such 
vehicles must be driven or operated by 
trained and competent persons over 18 
years of age, or by trainees over 18 under 
the supervision of such a person. 

The foregoing applies generally to 
dumpers, except that some taxation offices 
take the view that these are road con- 
struction vehicles, and as such are exempt 
from tax when used on roads for normal 
construction work. If this somewhat 
wider use of the machines could be of 
value, nothing is to be lost by consulting 
the local office before completing a 
declaration. G. F. W.

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The Insulation of Buildings 


A Study of the Technical and Economic Problems 


The Building Research Station of the 
Research has undertaken extensive s 
and thermal insulation. The absence 


Department of Scientific and Industrial 
tudy of the problems of noise control 
or inefficient application of sound and 


thermal insulation can constitute a threat to public health. Two papers dealing 
with these subjects were recently read before the Royal Society of Health. 
Extracts from these papers are given below. 


Sound Insulation 
by E. F. Stacey, ARIBA 


NOISE IS AN EVER-INCREASING problem of 
the present age. It interferes more and 
more with thought, with communication 
and with sleep; and is becoming a major 
threat to health. 

In recent months there has been much 
public comment on the great increase of 
outdoor noise, which is mainly the result 
of increased mechanisation and greater 
power, particularly for transport. The 
effect of such noise is very widespread. 
The most satisfactory way of combating 
it is to reduce it at the source; otherwise 
every building liable to be disturbed must 
be individually protected, and this may 
mean elaborate and costly construction. 
Noise sources within buildings have also 
increased in recent years, and as building 
construction techniques have changed at 
the same time, new problems have arisen 
in regard to noise transmission. The 
noise problem reaches its miximum im- 
portance in the home, and a large part of 
the extensive research on noise control 
undertaken at the Building Research 
Station has related to dwellings. The 
noise problem in dwellings has become 
even more acute since the war because of 
the growing use of flatted dwellings, 
which are more ex>vo0sed to neighbours’ 
noise than are traditional houses. 


The Properties of Sound 


It is important to realise that sound is 
propagated by vibration. The sound is 
transmitted by conduction of the vibra- 
tions through the air and also through 
the structural elements of buildings. 
Sound from a small vibrating body (or 
point source) in air is transmitted out- 
wards on an ever-widening front and the 
dispersal of the sound energy over the 
enlarging area causes the sound to 
diminish with distance from the source. 
There is some extra loss due to air ab- 
sorption at high frequencies. The refli-ct- 
ing powers of the surfaces of a room may 
make a big difference to the noise level 
in the room. The other problem we are 
concerned with inside a building is the 
amount of sound that may be transmitted 
from one room to another. 

Most people are familiar with the fact 
that sounds vary in frequency, giving 
changes in pitch. The range of frequen- 
cies audible to the human ear is about 
20-20 000 cycles per second (abbreviated 
c/s) but the range we are most concerned 
with in the sound insulation of buildings 


is 100-3,200 c/s. Irsulation values are 
normally assessed over this range and 
when a single figure for insulation is 
given it is usually the aveiage figure for 
this range. Finally, and fortunately to 
some extent a balancing feature in sound 
insulation, the sound-insulating perform- 
ance of all partitions tends to increase 
with rising frequency. 

The terms sound insulation and sound 
absorption are often thought to mean the 
same thing, whereas they relate to two 
distinct functions that must not be con- 
fused. Sound absorption is simply the 
measure of that proportion of sound 
energy falling on a surface which is not 
reflected; it is expressed as a coefficient or 
percentage of the incident energy, e.g., 0.5 
or 50 per cent absorbent. Sound insula- 
tion on the other hand is the ability of a 
partition. etc., to reduce the transmission 
of sound to an adjoining room. 

The proportion of sound energy trans- 
mitted by a partition is usually much 
smaller than the proportion absorbed by 
its surface. Normally the transmission is 
less than 1 per cent. and often much less, 
whereas the absorption may be 90 per 
cent or more. Sound insulation (or re- 
duction of transmission) is essentially a 
coefficient or ratio, the ratio of the sound 
energy in the receiving or listening room 
to the sound energy in the source room; 
but for convenience the ratio is expressed 
in decibels (abbreviated dB) namely:

Unfortunately, the decibel or energy 
level of a noise is not an exact guide to 
the loudness as heard because the fre- 
quency composition (or spectrum) influ- 
ences the loudness. Two noises of mainly 
different frequencies may have the same 
decibel ratings but different loudnesses. 
or they may sound equally loud but have 
different decibel ratings. 

In considering sound insulation 
between rooms a distinction is made 
between two types of noise source, air- 


borne and impact. Sounds are classed 
as airborne if the vibrations are trans- 
mitted through the air before they reach 
the structure, e.g. speech, music, etc.; 
impact sounds on the other hand are 
created by actual blows on the structure, 
whence they are radiated into the receiv- 
ing room, e.g., footsteps, door-slamming, 
etc. 

The function of sound insulation is to 
oppose the vibrations which constitute 
the sound and to dissipate the energy as 
heat. It seems reasonable to expect that 
a heavy mass will, by its inertia, resist 
movement better than a light mass and, 
therefore that the weight of a barrier will 
be a guide to its efficiency in res‘sting 
sound vibrations. Of all the factors con- 
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tributing to sound insulation, weight of 
structure is the most important. The 
popular belief that lightweight fibre 
insulating boards (often good for thermal 
insulation) are good sound insulators is 
a complete fallacy. 
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Direct and indirect transmission paths 
of airborne and impact sound 


In most sound insulation problems we 
are concerned with the transm’'ssion of 
very small proportions of sound energy. 
If we want economical sound insulation, 
we cannot afford to have holes in the 
barrier—either as plain openings or in 
the form of porous materials. Thus 
porous fibre insulating boards give even 
less insulation than would be expected 
from their low weight; and clinker blocks 
are very little better until they are sealed 
by plastering on at least one side, when 
their weight becomes operative because 
they are no longer porous. 

Apart from holes and other direct air- 
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paths, any areas of lower insulation in a 
partition will cause a drop in the net 
insulation. If the area of lower insulation 
approaches half the total area, then the 
net insulation will not be much more than 
the lower insulating value. Thus windows 
in a brick wall will be the dominating 
influence on the insulation, even when 
the windows are closed; when they are 
open the insulation will be reduced very 
much more. An example of unexpected 
weakness in sound insulation often met 
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Leakage of sound via perforated 
ceilings 


with today is office partitioning which 
stops at the level of a suspended ceiling. 
If the suspended ceiling is a light one, 
especially if it is constructed with jointed 
panels or is perforated for acoustic 
absorption or for the installation of light 
fittings, then sound can readily pass 
through the ceiling and over the tops of 
the partitions. The remedy is to com- 
partment the ceiling space by providing 
insulation barriers lining up with the par- 
titions, or to carry up the partitions them- 
selves through the ceiling space to the 
solid structure above. 

This is a useful method of improving 
sound insulation, provided it is under- 
stood and properly handled. With a 
single solid partition the vibrating air on 
one side causes the partition to vibrate in 
var.ous ways and to re-radiate the sound 
vibrations (muted according to the 
insulating power of the partition) to the 
air on the other side. If another parti- 
tion is built alongside the first it might 
appear that the sound reduction would 
be obtained twice over, since the first 
partition would re-radiate the sound into 
the air and it would then encounter the 
second barrier and suffer a second reduc- 
tion of the same magnitude. In fact, 
however, th's does not occur; instead the 
double wall tends to behave as a single 
wall. but with some extra insulation due 
to the cushioning layer (i.e., the layer of 
air) in the middle.

Isolated box structures 
Most walls, etc., in buildings need to be 


fairly stiff for structural reasons; but 
better sound insulation is usually 


obtained when the structural element is 
not so stiff but has more internal damp- 
ing, i.e., greater trictional resistance to 
rapid bending by vibrations. This is not to 
say that structural elements should not 
be rigidly bonded at their junctions, 
which is often desirable for sound insula- 
tion as discussed later. 

The most efficient way of controlling 
impact sound in buildings is by resilience, 
preferably a resilient layer on the surface, 
e.g., a carpet on a floor. A more per- 
manent finish of moderate resilience 
would be cork tiles or rubber. 

The control of indirect paths has 
already been implied in referring to com- 
pletely isolated rooms and to the trans- 
mission of sound via a false ceiling. But 
indirect sound transmission is an ever- 
present problem and the constant part it 
plays must always be kept in mind. If 
we take tne case of buildings of normal 
traditional construction and consider two 
adjoining rooms in which the separating 
wall is about the same weight as the flank- 
ing structure and is solidly bonded to it, 
then the amount of sound energy trans- 
mitted from a sound source in one room 
direct through the intervening wall to the 
other room is about equal to the amount 
transmitted via the flanking structure. If 
now the party wall alone is improved 
for sound insulation the total transmis- 
sion will not be affected significantly. But 
if both direct and flanking transmissions 
were reduced, a corresponding net im- 
provement would be achieved. 

A striking example of the importance 
of indirect transmission is given by a 
comparison of wood-joist floors and con- 
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Indirect sound transmission with (A) 
wood joist floors and (B) concrete 
floors 


crete floors in flats. In this type of con- 
struction the walls forming the flanking 
path are commonly 44 in. brick. With the 
same walls the indirect transmission 
down them is much greater if the floor is 
wood-joist than if it is concrete, due to 
stiffening of the walls by the concrete 
floors but not by the wood-joist floors. 
The effect of this is a lower limiting insu- 
lation value for the wood-joist floor. 

However much the wood-joist floor is 
improved it cannot exceed the limit due 
to indirect transmission. The same 
applies to a concrete floor but the limit 
set by indirect transmission is then much 
higher. The only way to improve the 
insulation further for wood-joist floors is 
to restrain the indirect transmission, 
either by a strong and heavily plugged 
ceiling which will anchor the walls just as 
a concrete floor does, or by thickening 
the walls themselves. 

The interaction of direct and indirect 
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transmission is, of course, another 
example of the need for uniformity of 
insulation. Sound insulation is a system 
of protection, and the weakest member 
must be strengthened first if any overall 
improvement is to be obtained. 


The Effect of Sound Absorption 


Close to a continuous source of noise 
in a room the direct noise will be 
dominant, but elsewhere in the room the 
reflected sound from all surfaces will 
build up to a fairly uniform noise level 
(called the reverberant noise) which will 
be louder than the direct noise. This 
level is controlled by the total sound 
absorption in the room. If the absorp- 
tion is doubled the reverberant noise will 
be reduced by 3 dB (see Table I). Any 
reduction of noise by absorption in the 
source room will add to the apparent 
insulation in the listening room, because 
there will be less noise to transmit, 
assuming of course a fixed-output sound 
source such as machinery. In the same 
way absorption in the listening room will 
reduce the reverberant noise level in that 
room. Obviously therefore a reasonable 
amount of absorption in either or both 
rooms is worth while. But in dealing 
with certain types of room. such as living 
rooms or bedrooms in dwellings, where 
the amount of absorption from furnish- 
ings is considerable the provision of still 
more absorption is not very rewarding. 

Sound absorbents probably contribute 
most to sound insulation when used to 
line ducts or corridors which may other- 
wise act as by-paths for the sound. Rever- 
berant ducts transmit the sound with 
very little reduction, but considerable 
attenuation occurs along absorbent-lined 
ducts. 

The great majority of sound absorbent 
treatments are composed of porous 
materials with a suitable flow resistance. 
Sound absorption is largely a surface pro- 
perty, but some depth (usually not less 
than 4 in.) is necessary because shallow 
treatments deal only with high frequen- 
cies. Considerable thickness of porous 
material would however be required to 
absorb the low frequencies, and for these 
frequencies an alternative method of 
absorption, and the one usually employed. 
is a panel with an airspace behind it. If 
porous treatments are suspended or 
mounted on battens they will act as 
panels and give improved low-frequency 
absorption. Panels are more efficient if 
the airspace behind is an enclosed one, 
but windows or thin wall cladding also 
give useful absorption. The holes that 
are frequently associated with sound- 
absorbent materials are not in themselves 
sound absorbing: they simply make the 
surface ‘transparent’ to sound so that 
the energy flows through; it is then 
absorbed by porous material behind or 
by resonance of the air in the confined 
spaces. But ‘transparency’ is achieved 
only if the holes are close enough 
together, and for good performance at 
high frequencies the spacing between 
holes (which can be of any shape) should 
not exceed about } in. 

The need for porosity to give absorp- 
tion at the higher frequencies poses a 
problem in hospitals and other places 





where hygienic surfaces are required. 
Perforated metal tiles backed with glass 
wool or mineral wool, although to some 
extent washable, may not be regarded as 
hygienic because of the holes in the sur 
face covering. The only general-purpose 
tiles with impervious faces are the 
recently introduced resin-bonded glass- 
wool tiles covered with a thin film of 
plastic (only about 0.0015 in. thick) 
stretched over the face. But these tiles 
at present have a maximum size of 2 ft. 
square so there is still a problem of joints 
in the surface. Also the tiles are some- 
what fragile, though this is a feature com- 
mon to many acoustic treatments. 

To protect residential areas and the 
public in general from, say, factory noise 
it is possible to prescribe a noise level 
at the boundaries of residential areas that 
must not be exceeded by the factory or 
other noise source. Already the 
Americans have produced design criteria 
relating such noise levels to the degree 
of disturbance of residential neighbour- 
hoods. No firm recommendations have 
yet been made in this country about 
zoning noise. 

To protect personnel in factories, a 
maximum noise level inside the building 
could be prescribed. Again, no firm 
recommendations have been made so far. 
For offices, fairly precise information is 
available on the noise levels that will 
interfere with speech communication, in 
particular with the use of the telephone. 

The only satisfactory way to prescribe 
a standard for dwellings is to prescribe a 
minimum sound reduction between the 
dwellings. The Building Research Station, 
aided by a social survey unit, has investi- 
gated degrees of disturbance in dwell- 
ings associated with certain values of 
sound insulation, and ‘ grades’ of insula- 
tion in terms of the average disturbance 
of neighbours have been prepared for the 
guidance of authorities responsible for 
standards 

Sound insulation standards may also be 
adopted in other classes of building in 
which the average noise levels encoun- 
tered and the average noise levels accept- 
able are reasonably predictable. Schools 
(between classrooms) and __ hospitals 
(between wards) are examples, but they 
have not yet been investigated fully. 


Thermal Insulation 
by J]. Churton, ARIBA 


A BASIC CONDITION OF DESIGN for a build- 
ing that is to be heated in winter to a 
chosen temperature is that the heat input 
must be sufficient to balance the heat 
losses caused by ventilation and by con 
duction through the exposed structure. 
The quantity of heat transmitted directly 
through the structure, usually a large pro- 
portion of the total heat loss, is deter- 
mined by the difference between indoor 
and outdoor temperatures and by the rate 
at which the structural elements permit 
heat to flow. Thus, in any specific con 
ditions of temperature, a substantial part 
of the expected heat loss—and of the heat 
input required to balance it—is depen- 
dent on the designer's structure. 
Buildings vary in their resistance to 
heat flow according to the properties of 


their component materials; there is 
always a wide field for compromise 
between heat resistance of the structure 
and the amount of heat needed to pro- 
vide adequate warmth. Improved resis 
tance is frequently accompanied by 
increased capital costs of construction 
but, as is widely advertised, these costs 
may be offset by savings in the consump- 
tion of fuel and perhaps in the capital 
cost of heating equipment. 

The most desirable conditions of ther- 
mal comfort in a heated building can 
generally be provided by keeping the 
room air temperature within an accept- 
able range and by ensuring that the inter- 
nal boundary surfaces of the rooms are 
maintained at a temperature not substan- 
tially lower than that of the room air. 
The appropriate room air temperature for 
different types of occupancy and different 
modes of heating varies from about 55°F 
to 70°F; a difference of up to 5°F 
between the air and the boundary tem- 
peratures may be tolerated without dis- 
comfort. 

Although an adequate air temperature 
can be preserved by sufficient heat even 
in a poorly insulated building, some 
definite quality is required in the exposed 
structure to enable the boundary tem- 
perature requirement to be satisfied. This 
quality is inherent in the structure’s 
thermal resistance, each improvement of 
which increases the temperature gradient 
across the structure and so brings the 
internal surface temperature closer to 
that of the room air. 


Preventing Condensation 


Limiting values for the differential air 
boundary surface temperature, which are 
desirable from the standpoint of personal 
comfort, may well be necessary in order 
to prevent surface condensation. At any 
given moisture content of the air within a 
building there is a corresponding dew- 
point temperature at which the air 
becomes saturated; if it is cooled below 
this temperature by contact with adjacent 
surfaces, it deposits water upon them. In 
buildings with well controlled heating 
and ventilation it is possible to keep the 
maximum dewpoint temperature within 
fairly close limits and to incorporate suffi- 
cient resistance in the exposed structure 
so that the internal surface temperature is 
unlikely ever to fall below dewpoint. In 
other buildings, especially dwellings, 
dewpoint temperature may vary unpre- 
dictably from time to time. The best that 
can be done in these cases is to insulate 
the structure sufficiently well to avoid 
persistent condensation when the dew- 
point temperature is expected to be at its 
peak. 

It is clear that the quality of the arti- 
ficial climate inside a heated building 
does not rely only on the heat input but 
also on the surrounding structure, which 
acts as a thermal buffer. This buffer is 
also an essential element controlling the 
stability of the internal climate, since the 
same considerations that affect internal 
surface temperature determine the effect 
of variations in the outdoor climate on 
conditions within the building. 

The combination between 
and heat storage can he

use in 
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other ways, notably in providing a quick 
response to intermittent heating. By 
itself, a heavy structure with indifferent 
resistance to heat flow may be able to 
dampen the diurnal variations in outside 
temperature successfully and yet respond 
only very slowly to intermittent heating 
within. The addition of an 
lightweight lining would in no way 
detract from the heat storage property 
and, because of its quick response to local 
heating, it could rapidly attain a high 
internal surface temperature when rooms 
are to be heated from cold.

Economic Aspects 

By the time a designer has made good 
functional use of insulation he will be 
assured of a reasonable standard of resis- 
tance to heat loss, but there may still be 
scope for improvement when he con- 
siders the proportion between the initial 
cost of insulation and the value of the 
heat it conserves. The economic case for 
insulation is based on a comparison 
between the prime cost and performance 
of two or more kinds of structure, each 
insulated differently. 


Wherever a basic form of construction 
can be improved by additional insulation, 
there is usually a margin in which pro- 
gressive improvement is worth while and 
often highly profitable. Ultimately, how- 
ever, a state is reached when further 
improvement either becomes initially too 
expensive or takes too long to repay 
the capital outlay, and by this time there 
may be other kinds of business invest- 
ment offering better returns. It should 
also be noted that the value of the return 
from insulation for a given structure 
varies according to the standard and the 
duration of heating inside the building. 
Where buildings are continuously heated 
to a high standard of comfort, improved 
insulation may show spectacular savings. 
but where the heat input is small and 
intermittent, the result of the same 
improvement may be very much less 
marked. 

The advantages of a high resistance to 
heat loss have long been known and, in 
regions where this property is inherent in 
customary forms of building construc 
tion, it ranks in importance with such 
other functional necessities as shelter and 
support. Where, however, the basic forms 
of construction are deficient in insula 
tion, any improvement that conserves 
heat and enhances comfort tends to be 
valued, not by these functions alone, but 
in relation also to climatic, economic and 
other factors that interact in different 
ways from region to region and even from 
building to building. Among these, the 
combination of climate and prevailing 
building custom is probably the most 
influential. Countries with very cold 
winter climates, such as the northern 
parts of America, Scandinavia and Russia, 
are forced to use highly resistant struc- 
tures and since their building economy is 
based largely on timber and timber pro- 
ducts, a high standard of insulation is a 
matter of course. 


In milder climates. of Britain and 
France for example, as the need is far

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less and the building methods based on 
masonary structures are not naturally so 
effective, standards are correspondingly 
lower. Natural fuel resources, too, are 
important to a general standard. In Den- 
mark, a country never well endowed with 
coal and obliged now to import a great 
deal of oil, heat conservation is a tradition 
and the national standards are as high as 
those in much more severe winter 
climates. 


Some of the national attitudes to keep- 


ing warm are determined by general stan- 
dards of living, which are usually reflected 
in state laws of public health, especially 
with respect to housing. In some coun- 
tries, housing regulations are interpreted 
rigidly in terms of public health and any 
improvement on minimum standards that 
the community can justify is often 
included in other forms of building 
control. 

In this country, where the customary 
attitude to heating is based on a mild 
climate and a casual use of solid fuel, the 
benefits of structural insulation have been 
investigated since the early 1930s. Four 
years after the war, in 1949, it was deter- 
mined as national housing policy to adopt 
as standard the U values for walls, roofs 
and floors given in the Housing Manual 
(Technical Appendices) 1949, which 
sought to establish ‘a minimum code of 
good practice in the construction of all 
types of dwelling.’ Later, the 11th edition 
of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government Model By-law established 
U values which were to be regarded as 
penal minima, but, in the preface to the 
Model, the hope was expressed that con- 
structions with insulation at least equal 
to the standard of the Housing Manual! 
would generally be used. 

Early in 1959, draft amendments to 
the Model By-law were proposed to make 
roof insulation obligatory in traditional 
structures and to confirm that brick 
cavity wall construction is now regarded 
as a minimum acceptable standard. Both 
these proposed changes are rooted in the 
present structure of the building industry. 
Roof insulation has been known for many 
years to be the most economical way of 
improving the overall heat resistance of a 
house and, now that there is an adequate 
supply of suitable materials, it is ready to 
take its place as a normal feature of tradi- 
tional practice. Comparable insulation 
in walls, however, has never been so 
economic a proposition and, since there 
are still advantages in using traditional 


brick practice for house building, this 
last radical change in standards is not yet 
justified on a large scale. The standards 
as they will exist when the most recent 
proposals are ratified are likely to be 
acceptable on functional grounds, though 
the insulation standard for walls is still 
perhaps marginal. 

The general step to economise in the 
fuel consumption of factories has been 
taken only recently, but a standard of 
insulation for the roofs of new factories 
is now obligatory under the Thermal In- 
sulation (Industrial Buildings) Act 1957. 
In the present day factory, as in housing, 
the most effective single improvement 
from a practical and economic standpoint 
is to the roof. For many existing factories, 
the improvement required by the 
standard would produce a 60 per cent 
reduction in the normal rate of heat loss 
through the roof. 


Practical Development 


One of the early decisions the designer 
may have to make is whether insulating 
and structural properties could be use- 
fully combined in one material or com- 
ponent of building or whether the desired 
insulation should be a _ non-structural 
addition. Where these properties are 
combined, heat resistance is usually sub- 
ordinate to strength, but since the insula- 
tion is built in with the structure, it is 
economical to install. In an independent 
form, the scope of insulation is limited 
not so much by the structure as by the 
cost of a separate building operation. 

' For many years both kinds of insula- 
tion have been developed to meet this 
choice and, in general, load-bearing 
insulation has come to be identified with 
traditional wall construction and applied 
insulation with the treatment of roofs 
and panel infilling to framed structures. 
Load-bearing insulation is best known in 
masonry structures where, by substitut- 
ing lightweight components in place of 
the dense materials traditionally used, 
improvements in heat resistance can be 
made without a serious reduction in 
stability. Examples of this are the many 
kinds of concrete made with lightweight 
aggregate or entrained air and the 
ceramic bricks or blocks with perfora- 
tions or other forms of cavity. 

The loose or flexible kinds of insula- 
tion applied to, and requiring support by, 
the structure were at first provided 
mainly by vegetable fibres, pressed or 
bundled in various degrees of density. To

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these, successively, have been added 
mineral fibres and granules, lightweight 
and aerated concrete and, most recently, 
air-entrained plastics. Much of the 
development of these materials has been 
one of form, the same basic product 
being adapted to many specific situations 
and conditions of support. Glass fibre, 
for example, may be applied loosely over 
a continuous background, hung or draped 
in lightly bonded quilts where the 
support is not continuous, or used as a 
strongly bonded panel capable of span- 
ning between supports without deflec- 
tion. 

The use of applied insulation for all 
kinds of roof construction is well 
advanced in this country. Of the tradi- 
tional ground floor construction, only the 
suspended wooden type is generally in 
need of improvement—and this as much 
for draught as for heat control. There 
are specific applications of insulation that 
are new, however, to heated floors. At 
ground level, a margin of insulation 
round the heated space will reduce the 
amount of edge heat loss or, applied con- 
tinuously below the heating elements, it 
can quicken the rate of response to heat- 
ing in the room above. Attention will 
need to be given also to the overall heat 
resistance of heated intermediate floors, 
in flats, for example, where there must 
be some assurance that a _ tenant's 
metered heat supply is not shared partly 
with a neighbour or used to heat an 
adjacent, unoccupied apartment. 

The climate in Britain has not en- 
couraged the development of highly 
insulated windows to control heat loss 
as it has elsewhere in Europe; instead, 
we have adopted single glazing because 
of its low cost and its generally tolerable 
performance in traditional buildings. 
With this custom so well established 
there has been little deep inquiry into the 
basic relationships between glazing and 
heat loss and there has also been a 
tendency to regard any imorovement, 
whitever its merit. as an expensive devia- 
tion from standard practice. The argu- 
ments that have been accepted in a tradi- 
tional setting do not however apply to 
large windows, which are increasing in 
popularity; they are often preferred for 
appearance or to satisfy daylighting 
requirements and they are also ch7rac- 
teristic of many forms of light cladding. 

Improvements that involve changes in 
building practice may not be produced 
automatically; they are likely to appear 
as the industrial economy in general. and 
the building trades in particular are 
ready to absorb them.

THE CONSUMERS’ ASSOCIATION recently 
stated that only seven out of 19 anti- 
freeze preparations submitted to its tests 
had completely satisfactory anti-corrosion 
properties. Standards for anti-freeze 
solutions have now been settled by the 
British Standards Institution, and 
BS 3151 (glycal inhibited with sodium 
benzoate and sodium nitrate) is con- 
sidered to oe the safest for most vehicle, 
tractor and plant engines, petrol or 
diesel, embodying a large amount of cast 
iron. BS 3152, of American origin with 
a borax inhibitor, has similar protective 
effects. 

The third standard, BS 3150, is the 
well-known Ministry of Supply speci- 
fication DTD 779, which was developed 
for aero-engines and is regarded as more 
suitable for automotive engines employ- 
ing a good deal of aluminium. Many of 
the proprietary anti-freezes now on the

AUSTRALIA.—_-Some of the implications 
of changes in the age structure of the 
Australian population are considered in 
the January issue of ‘ Quarterly Survey’ 
prepared by Australia and New Zealand 
Bank Ltd. In particular the sharp in- 
crease during the next 15 years of people 
aged 15-29 years, and the related require- 
ments of housing and consumer durables 
are considered. The bank estimates that 
new housing needs could rise from 60,000 
in 1960 to 86,000 in 1970. In addition 
replacement requirements would rise 
from about 12,000 per annum in the early 
nineteen sixties to about 20,000 in the 
"seventies. According to these estimates 
therefore the building industry will need 
to erect well over 100,000 houses annually 
by 1970. In the immediate future, 
between 1960 and 1965, annual housing 
needs to meet demand from new family 
formation could vary between 60,000 and 
76,000 homes.
